Storm also hits Metro Manila hard; now in South China Sea

AT LEAST 35 PEOPLE WERE 
killed as storm Caloy ripped 
through the Philippines yes- 
-terday, battering boats at 
‘sea, stranding thousands of 
travellers, knocking out 
power lines and leaving be- 
hind a string of darkened 


cities and towns. 

By nightfall, the third and biggest 
storm to enter the Philippine area this 
year had moved out to the South China 
Sea but its winds continued to hammer 
parts of the country. 

About 28,000 people were affected in 
the Calabarzon, Bicol and Visayas re- 
gions. 

Metro Manila was among the areas 
which suffered as “Caloy” hammered the 
metropolis with high winds and downed 
77 power circuits of the Manila Electric 
Co. (See story on Page A2.) 

Dr. Herman Nohayon, head of fore- 
casting of the weather bureau Pagasa, 
told the Inquirer that while “Caloy” had 
moved in over the South China Sea, its 
northwestward movement would cause 
its winds to still affect parts of Luzon. 

“The eye of the storm actually passed 
through Mindoro island. The reason 
Metro Manila seemed to have been hard 
hit was because the storm winds went 
over the metropolis,” Nohayon said.

Since nobody had reported 
how some trees in their areas 
had grown, the heavy rains and 
strong winds generated by 
“Caloy” had caused these trees 
to damage the lines, Cuna said. 

More than 10 billboards 
along the SLEXs eastbound 
and west-bound lanes hit Mer- 
alco circuits, he said.

Philippine-born Vivian Alvarez Solon, who 
has two children living in Australia, was de- 
ported to her country of birth in 2001 and 
spent four years living in a hospice for the dy- 
ing before she was found a year ago.

‘At the time, she had recently been injured 
in a car accident and had several medical 
problems.

Degree of commitment 

Molly was aware of her daughter's in- 
volvement in activist work at the UP Inte- 
grated School in Quezon City, where she at- 
tended high school. She did not, however, 
know "the degree of Erika's commitment" 
until much later. 

Erika was only 13 or 14 then, but Molly, a 
fine arts graduate, said she never "dictated" 
tothe child what to do with her life. 

She said she had always treated Erika and 
her five other children as “co-equals.” 

Molly said she could not recall Erika read- 
ing books on, say, the Cuban revolutionary 
Ernesto "Che" Guevara, but had expected her 
to be drawn to such works "because in a pub- 
lie school like UP they were more aware of so- 
cial issues.” 

“We had an agreement that if she wanted to 
let off steam, she should just do it at UR” the 
mother said. 

A couple of years later, when Molly sw 
on TV the familiar smiling face with the 
chubby cheeks and slit eyes in the middle 
of a huge protest rally, she was not 
alarmed. 

^1 brought up my children to be aware of 
others and to do what they believed in, as 
long as they were ready to stand by it, and 
they knew the consequences,” she said. 

But the footage—which disturbed some 
friends and relatives— prompted a serious 
talk between mother and daughter. 

Said Molly: “When we talked, she knew 
how to answer. I believed what she was say-

Self-criticism 

By Molly's account, Erika was born in 1985 
to middle-class parents who ran a furniture

ished grade school at the Colegio de San 
Agustin before moving to UPIS. 

As a child, she was prone to tantrums; she 
‘would slump on the floor if she did not get her 
way, kicking and screaming until she was 
hoarse. 

But when she turned 10, three years after

her father died of a heart attack, she con- 
sciously “criticized” herself because she felt 
that everyone disliked her.

The day she brought home a classmate 
physically abused by his father and expressed 
her intention to bring the case to the attention 
of the barangay chair remains fresh in the 
family memory. 

It was not long before Erika quit school 
їп her junior year in 2001 and prepared 
for a “two-week exposure” in the country- 
side. 

As Erika was leaving, Molly told the maid 
to go after her. Butshe flashed her impish grin. 
and waved until the tricycle she was riding in 
disappeared from view. 


Like going on vacation 

“It was so light; it was like she was just go- 
ing on vacation in Laguna or Cavite,” the 
mother recalled. 

Stopping her would have been next to im- 
possible: “I couldn't convince her otherwise. 
Whether Iliked it or not, she left. I couldn't tie 
her down to the house, even if I wanted to. It 
was that strong in her” 

Itwas never the same again for the family. 

For the next few years, Erika would arrive 
atthe family home in Quezon City at ungodly 
hours and leave as she came, never staying 
ong enough to go to the mall or to the beach 
with her siblings. 

“She would just pack up and leave,” Mol- 
ly said. “Once, she reminded me, ‘Didn't 
you tell us, ma, that children are just vis 
tors in a house?’ How could you argue with 
that?” 3 

1с took some time, emotional wrangling 
and reflection before Molly learned to accept 
the role she had to play for "this particular 
child,” as well as the hard facts that Erika was 
“no longer ours" and that "whatever she was 
doing, it was her purpose." 

"It was hard; you had to have some sort of 
belief in you," she said. 


‘Always looked happy’ 

Still, Molly was half-hoping that the next 
time Erika came home, she could convince 
her “Chinese baby” to stay put and enroll in a 
course in, say, the culinary arts. 

“She always looked happy when she came 
home. What could you do?" the mother said, 
unable to recall any instance when Erika com- 
plained, not even when she returned with а 
foot injury she got while working with kain- 
gin farmers. 

Erika became a full-time “integree” at 16.

But at 17, she was told to return home be- 
cause she was underaged. 

When she turned 18, however, she re; 
turned to the same path, working with i

"This is what several Saudi royals want to see in 
the future, according to Labor Secretary Patricia Sto. 
‘Tomas, who was with President Macapagal-Arroyo 
in her state visit to the kingdom a few days ago. 

Sto. Tomas said Prince Salman bin Abdul Aziz, 
the govemor of Riyadh province, told her that 
overseas Filipino workers in Saudi Arabia “are the 
best” and that he would like to see more of them. 
coming as the kingdom entered a new construc- 
tion boom due to increased oil profits. 

“Prince Salman said that of the many nationali- 
ties working in Saudi Arabia, our OFWs are the best 
in terms of honesty, competence, skills and kind- 
ness,” Sto. Tomas said in a phone interview Friday. 

She said another Saudi royal, Prince 
Muhammad bin Fahd bin Abdul Aziz, wanted. 
Filipinos involved "in a bigger kind of way" in 
the development of about 50 million acres of 
land that would require 500,000 workers. 

"Why don't you come here as somebody 
who'd bid for these projects?" she quoted 
Prince Muhamad as telling her and other Fil- 
ipino officials. The prince is the governor of the 
Eastern Province where the industrial cities of 
al-Khobar, Dhahran and Damman are located. 

“Не said that if Filipino firms band together 
and successfully bid for projects in Saudi Ara- 
bia, they would be the ones supervising Fil- 
ipino workers,” Sto, Tomas said. This would 
mean a “double benefit to our country” in 
terms of the contract awarded to a Filipino 
‘company and the wages of the OFWs, she said. 

Prince Mohammad is the son of the late 
Saudi King Fahd. Prince Salman is Fahd's full 
brother and half brother to the current 
monarch, King Abdullah, all three being sons 
ofthe first Saudi king, Ibn Saud. 

Both princes heaped praise on OFWs. 

Meanwhile, Robert Dean Barbers, general 
manager of the Philippine Tourism Authority, 
said he expected more Saudi investments in local 
tourism projects following the President's visit. 

“Tourism will definitely create more jobs. A 
major investment from Saudi Arabia in the 
largely untapped beauty of Mindanao might 
serve as a confidence-building measure to 
forge... a lasting peace there,” he said. 


Pilot, student

“The Vatican prelature known 
as Opus Dei is a deeply devout 
Catholic sect that has been the 
topic of recent controversy due to 
reports of brainwashing, coercion 
and a dangerous practice known 
as ‘corporal mortification.’

Brown further says that Jesus 
жаз merely "divinized" by Em- 
peror Constantine in the Council 
of Nicea in 325; that Constantine 
had the Bible limited to those 
gospels that portrayed Jesus as 
divine; that Jesus married Mary 
Magdalene and had a daughter 
by her, from whom sprang a line 
of kings; that the Holy Grail is 
Mary Magdalene herself, not a 
mere chalice; that she is the one, 
ог the apostle John, on Jesus 
fight in Leonardo da Vinci’s The 
Last Supper; that Da Vinci was а 
Grand Master of the Priory of 
Sion, which was formed to pro- 
fect the secret of the Grail from 
{fhe Church which wants to de- 
roy it. 
$ Is there а Priory of Sion? 

Extensive research made by 
ће well-known sociologist Mas- 

imo Introvigne of the Center of 
"he Study of New Religions in 
Toririo, Italy, says that іп 1099, 
(Godefroy de Buillion (1060- 
71100), who became King of 
Jerusalem, founded ап Abbey 
пос a Priory) of Our Lady of 
{Mount Zion in Jerusalem. It was 
destroyed by the Muslims in 
$1291, forcing its surviving monks 
to flee to Sicily, where the abbey 
reinained until the 14th century. 

In" 1956, a Frenchman named 
jerre Plantard (1920-2000) set 
up a “Priory of Sion” in An- 
nemasse, France, whose primary 
concern was low-income housing 
in France. There neither is nor 
‘was a Priory of Sion, as described 
by Brown. 

Did the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale in Paris "discover" 
parchments known as Les 
Dossiers Secrets in 1975, which. 
identified numerous members 
of the Priory, including Sir Isaac 
Newton, Botticelli, Victor Hugo 
and Da Vinci? 

Documents known as Les 
Dossiers Secret de Henri 
Lobineau and signed by one 
Philippe Toscan du Plantier were 
deposited with—not discovered 
by—the Bibliotheque Nationale 
in 1967—not 1975. These were 
texts rather than parchments 
which Plantard first handed over 
to Gerard de Sede, an author who 
described them in 1988 as “apoc- 
турба], inspired by "market sen- 
sationalism.” Plantard said they 
were fabricated by Philippe de 
Cherisey (1925-1985), an impov- 
erished marquis-turned-TV actor, 
and by du Plantier himself. No 
parchments are in the Biblio- 
theque Nationale. 

Was Da Vinci not a prominent 
member (Grand Master) of the 
Priory? 

Brown lists 26 Priory “Grand 
Masters" starting with Jean de 
Grisors, from 1188 to 1220, up to 
Jean Cocteau, from 1918 to 1963. 
But if Brown's Priory never existed 
at all, how could there have been 
even one single Grand Master? 

Did Jesus marry and sire a 
daughter by Magdalene, and is 
Magdalene the Holy Grail? 

There is not a shred or scintilla 
of evidence to support this claim. 
And not even Les Dossiers Secrets 
make this claim. Most important- 
ly, all those who had helped pro-

vide the sources of Brown's claim 
have since confessed to the fraud. 

It all began in 1969 or 1970 
when Henry Soskin, an English 
actor in "The Avengers" TV series, 
decided to work with Plantard, 
De Sede and Cherisey At the 
time, a book by Robert Ambelain 
(1907-1997) had claimed Jesus 
had a female companion named 
Salome. Soski who Һай 
changed his name to Henry Lin- 
со, favored Plantard’s story 
about Jesus and Magdalene. 

In 1982, Lincoln co-authored 
"Holy Blood, Holy Grail” with 
Michael Baigent and Richard 
Leigh Jonathan Cape, London), 
to elaborate on this tale. From it, 
Brown drew the "facts" for his 
novel. Even his fictional histori- 
ams name, Leigh Teabing, is 
culled from the names of Lin- 
coln's two co-authors—Leigh, 
from Richard Leigh, and Teabing, 
an anagram of Baigent. 

Did Da Vinci not paint Mag- 
dalene to Jesus’ right in The 
Last Supper? 

Prof. Judith Veronica Field of 
the University of London, presi- 
dent of the Leonardo da Vinci So- 
ciety, scoffs at it as “absurd.” A 
great many of us have been look- 
ing at this masterpiece for years. 
Have we all been played for 
fools? 

If, indeed, Jesus had married 
Magdalene, should he not have 
left her in the care of a trusted 
friend, just as he left his mother in 
John’s? 

If the alleged marriage had, in- 
deed, produced a line of kings, 
why have they kept themselves 
away from the affairs of Christ's 
Church? 

Did not Constantine fix the 
contents of the Bible and “di- 
vinize” an otherwise mortal Je- 
sus? 

Nothing supports this claim. 

Some 90 years before Constan- 
tine's birth, the Church had al- 
ready rejected the Gnostic texts 
and recognized the four gospels of 
Matthew, Luke, Mark and John as 
canonical. Yet the Christian faith 
"is not a religion of the book," as 
the Catechism (108) says. From 
the very beginning, it has always 
rested on Christ revealing himself 
as perfect God and perfect man, as 
the living Word. And from Nero to 
Diocletian, 54 to 305, the early 
Christians embraced persecution 
and martyrdom rather than re- 
тошке their faith in the divinity 
of Christ. 

Constantine was instrumental 
in convening the Council of 
Nicea. But it was the duty of St. 
Athanasius, the bishop of Alexan- 
dria, and the 220 bishops gath- 
ered there to clarify Church doc- 
tine. It was they who con- 
demned Arianism, which denied 
the three persons in one God, say- 
ing there was only pne person, 
the Father, and that the son was 
like all other created beings. They 
also adopted the Nicene Creed 
which affirmed faith in Jesus 
Christ as "the only son of God, 


eternally begotten of the Father, 
God from God, Light from Light, 
true God from true God, begot- 
ten, not made, one in being with 
the Father. Through him all 
things were made.” 

Constantine, though already 
known as the Christian Emperor, 
did not formally convert to Chris- 
tianity until he was dying in 337. 
But he converted to Arian Chris- 
tianity, not to Nicean Christianity. 
Were Jesus merely mortal, the pa- 
gan Emperor could not have "di- 
vinized" him in any way. 

Even the devil himself had no 
problem accepting the divinity of 
Christ. 

In the third and final tempta- 
tion, when Jesus fasted for 40 
days and 40 nights, the devil 
showed him all the kingdoms of 
the earth and said, “All these I will 
give you if you fall down and wor? 
ship me.” To which Jesus replied, 
“Begone, Satan, for it is written, 
"you shall worship the Lord your 
God and Him only shall you 
serve.” (Mt 4:8-10). And the dev- 
il, who is a liar and the father of 
all lies (Jn 8:44), “left him and 
angels came and ministered to 
him" (Mt 4:11). 

Will Brown want it said that 
he is simply trying to outdo 
Beelzebub? 

n his “fact” page, Brown as- 
signs a hilarious role to Opus Dei 
He calls ita sect and accuses it of 
brainwashing, coercion and cor- 
poral mortification. Then he 
brings in a monk-assassin, and a 
troubled bishop and brands them 
Opus Dei. 

The result is an absurd carica- 
ture that completely deforms re- 
ality. But because of this, more 
and more people want to know 
the real Opus Dei. We'll try to an- 
swer some of their questions 
here, based on what we've read 
and what we know. 

What is Opus Dei? 

Opus Dei (Latin for Work of 
God) is а personal prelature of 
the Catholic Church erected by 
Pope John Paul П on Nov. 28, 
1982. Opus Dei was founded by a 
26-year-old Spanish priest 
named Josemaria Escriva de Bal- 
aguer in Madrid on Oct. 2, 1928, 
as a way of spreading the love 
and mercy of God everywhere, 
and helping men and women, in 
the ordinary circumstances of 
their daily life, to respond to the 
universal call to holiness. 

The founder died on June 26, 
1975, and was canonized on Oct. 
6, 2002. The relatively fast pace 
of the process is a happy conse- 
quence of the streamlining of the 
process under the 1983 Code of 
Canon Law. Using the same pro- 
cess, the Pope beatified Mother 
Teresa of Calcutta in just six years 
after her death. 

Who are in Opus Dei? 

Opus Dei has some 85,000 
members in more than 60 coun- 
tries. Most members are laymen 
and lay women. About two per- 
cent (2000) are priests, no 
monks. Of the lay members, 70 


percent are married (supernu- 
meraries), 20 percent are single 
and celibate members who live in 
residence centers (numeraries), 
10 percent, though single and 
celibate, live by themselves or 
with their respective families (as- 
sociates). 

In the Philippines, there are 
some 3,000 members. 

15 Opus Dei a personal ргеја- 
ture of the Pope? 

Opus Dei is a personal prela- 
ture of the Catholic Church. It is 
not correct to say, as Brown's nov- 
el says, it is a personal prelature 
of the Vatican or the Pope. 

The word “personal” does not 
mean “personal” to the Pope. It 
simply means that the prelate's 
jurisdiction is “personal” rather 
than “territorial.” While a dioce- 
san bishop's territorial jurisdic- 
tion extends to the length and 
breadth of his diocese, the 
prelate's personal jurisdiction ex- 
tends to all the members of his 
prelature, wherever they are, 
without in any way altering their 
membership in and duties to their 
respective parishes or dioceses. 

‘Opus Dei members remain un 
der the authority of their dioce- 
san bishops. Opus Dei itself may 
not initiate any activity within a 
diocese without the prior consent 
of the bishop of the place 

15 Opus Dei a sect or not? 

The term “sect” usually refers 


to an organized body of dis- 


senters from an established or 
older form of faith. It cannot pos- 
sibly refer to an institution that 
believes what the Church be- 
lieves. 

How accurate are "reports of 
brainwashing, coercion and a 
dangerous practice known as 
“corporal mortification” which 
Brown refers to in his “fact” 
page? 

No such report can possibly 
come from anyone who knows 
Opus Dei and its spirit. They usu- 
айу come from ill-informed 
sources. No one becomes, and no 
one remains, a member of Opus 
Dei, except by his or her own free 
will, in correspondence of course 
with a much higher will. One is 
normally brought into Opus Dei 
through the prayers and "person- 
al apostolate” of a friend in Opus 
Dei. Itis an “apostolate of person- 
al friendship.” 

But no one may commit one- 
self permanently to become a 
member of Opus Dei unless he or 
she is at least 23 years old, and 
shall have completed six and a 
half years of systematic and com- 
prehensive instructions and stud- 
ies on what such membership en- 
tails.

Not, of course, that there has 
been much letup in the hype 
since Dan Brown published his 
quasi-mystical thriller in 2003. 

The novel, which has sold 
some 60 million copies to date, 
has inspired tours to the muse- 
um, chateau, churches and 
monuments mentioned in its 
plot. It has also produced web- 
sites and nonfiction accounts 
debating its merits and has 
boosted the sale of other Holy 
Grail books. (Two authors of 
one contended unsuccessfully 
that Brown plagiarized their 
work.) 

But now this pop-culture 
juggernaut is facing a new test: 
will "The Da Vinci Code" also 
become а hit movie? 

Ron Howard, the film's di- 
rector, and Akiva Goldsman, its 
screenwriter, have a lot going 
for them, but the outcome is 
far from assured. Adapting 
much-loved books to the 
screen can be a tricky business 
because readers have already 
imagined—even visual-

ized—the story And if the 
screen version strays too far 
from the original, it may not 
please audiences’ who know 
the book. 

“We are definitely in compe- 
tition with everyone's imagina- 
tion,” Goldsman said in a tele-

York. “Its a hard battle to win. 
We're hoping for a draw. When 
we were shooting the film, we 
tried not to think about it. But 
it's all мете thinking about | 
now.” 

Yet too literal an adapta- 
tion can also be fatal. In this 
case, for instance, it is evi- | 
dent that all the piot’s multi- 3 
ple twists and turns cannot 
be squeezed into a 2-hour 20- 
minute movie; nor can the 
movie risk being entirely true. 
to a novel in which talking 
heads spend a good deal of 
time debating competing ac- | 
counts of Christianity. 

So is there a secret to bring- | 
ing books successfully to the 
screen? 

“Ruthlessness,” said the nov- '| 
elist Diane Johnson, who has 
written screenplays herself, in- } 
cluding that of Stanley 
Kubrick's adaptation _ of | 
Stephen Kings novel "The | 
Shining.” "In a movie, you're 
working with 120 scenes, so 
the first thing is to throw out 
half of the novel. Novelists who 
follow their screen versions too 
closely are in for a lot of

Were Brown's portrayal even 
just half accurate, it would be 
hard to find anyone wanting to 
become an Opus Dei numerary or 
ап associate.

Corporal mortification is but a 
very small part of it 

In his triptych—The Way, Fur- 
row, The Forge—St. Josemaria 
has so much more to say about 
prayer, love, friendship, virtue, 
work and so many other things 
than mortification. And he insists 
оп mortification that does not 
mortify others. 

“The appropriate word you left 
unsaid; the joke you didn't rell; 
the cheerful smile for those who 
bother you; that silence when 
you're unjustly accused; your kind 
conversation with people you find 
boring and tactless; the daily ef- 
fort to overlook one irritating de- 
tail or another in those who live 
with you ... this, with persever- 
ance, is indeed solid interior mor- 
tification.” (The Way, 173) 

Should the movie be shown 
ornot? 

This is a matter of law. We need 
not tell the Movie and Television. 
Review and Classification Board 
what to do. They only have to fol- 
low the law. The law provides, 
among other things, that, using 
contemporary Filipino cultural 
values as standard, the board 
should take extreme care in allow- 
ing films that contain elements 
contrary to good custom, or are li- 
belous or defamatory to the good 


name and reputation of any per- 
son, living or dead. Is Christ or the 
Church or anybody else libeled or 
defamed in the movie? If yes, the 
board must act accordingly. Oth- 
erwise they should not do any- 
thing that might produce the very 
result we are all trying to avoid. 

Will this movie not create the 
kind of crisis which Brown pre- 
dicts for the Church? 

Weill see. In his book, Brown 
says that once it is revealed that 
Jesus married Magdalene, the 
Church would face its worst crisis 
in 2,000 years. Well, Brown's 
shocking claim is out, and what 
do we see? An unprecedented 
Church crisis? The people are not 
easily duped. 

The greatest heresies that ever 
confronted Christianity have al- 
ways come from within the 
Church. We have seen them roll 
out—Arianism, Pelagianism, Do- 
natism, Nestorianism, Albigen- 
sianism, to mention some of the 
best known. The heresiachs tried 
to poison the well from which 
Catholics drank their faith. They 
could never succeed, just as the 
Roman emperors could not extin- 
guish the early Christians from the 
face of the earth. 

Dan Brown is an outsider trying 
to recycle some of the old junk, 
not so much to wage a war against 
Christianity as to make a big buck, 
at our expense, It may be giving 
him more credit than is his due to 
put him on the same rank as Arius, 
Pelagius or Nestorius. He is mak- 
ing his pile, and he will not be de- 
nied his 15 minutes of fame, But 
whatever he does, he will not 
bring down Christ or his Church. 

Jesus is Lord who keeps his 
promises. And he has promised 
Peter, "on this rock I will build my 
church, and the powers of death 
shall not prevail against И” (Mt 
16:18)

Music or law? 

When it was time to go to col- 
lege, Delorino wanted to pursue vo- 
cal training as a degree.

From 1986 until 2003, Delori-

She promised herself she 
would never give up singing 
again. 

"It's therapy for me. Ultimately, 
the reward is when people come 
up to me and say they were 
moved by my song,” she said.

The coun- 
try is a step closer to amending 
the Charter and changing the 
form of government that will 
launch the country into a new era 
of governance and economic de- 
velopment,” De Venecia told the 
annual meeting of the Philippine 
Bar Association. 

De Venecia said he had asked 
Rep. Constantino Jaraula, chair 
of the House committee on con- 
stitutional amendments, to ex- 
pedite action on the resolution 
Jaraula filed two weeks ago 
calling for a constituent assem- 
bly and proposing constitution- 
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alamendments. 

Jaraula yesterday said six to 
eight more senators were willing 
to join a constituent assembly if 
the Supreme Court decides that 
195 votes in the House would be 
enough to have a constituent as- 
sembly convened that would vote 
on proposed amendments even 
“without the Senate.” 

The House majority coalition 
contends that 195  votes—or 
three-fourths of the total mem- 
bership of Congress—meets the 
minimum constitutional require- 
ment to convene a constituent as- 
sembly and amend the Charter. 

Jaraula did not name the sena- 
tors, but said: "They are 
amenable to a constituent assem- 
bly like Miriam (Santiago) pro- 
vided the Supreme Court rules 
that 195 votes are enough. Let's 
just wait for them to present their 


views in public.” 

De Venecia said at least 187 
House members had signed or 
were committed to supporting 
the resolution. He predicted the 
number could hit 197 to 200 "if 
there is a significant development 
inthe Senate.” 

Jaraula said he was confident 
the House majority would be able 
to gather 195 votes in a plenary 
vote on the resolution, which is 
expected in the first week of June.

Nota daunting task 

‘The task of child-rearing is not as daunting 
äs many dads may be predisposed to think. 
"Даке it from Tatay founder Jonathan Roxas, 
29, an executive in a company based in 

~Parafiaque City. 

From Femandez's account, Roxas has no 
‘qualms about sharing the load with his wife 
‘Nelvet, a chemical engineer. I's the Бије things 
The does for their daughter, Љеу, that make the 
difference in the household. 

He cooks, answers the phone or the door- 
bell, and performs other chores to allow Velvet 
хо have quality time while breast-feeding their 
child. 

* He even "expresses" Velvet's breast milk for 
Jhey's feeding later in the day, fully aware 
that each drop is more beneficial than infant 
formula. 

Femandez said the young father learned all 
these at Arugaan, where some 500 volunteers 
like himself educate couples across the country 
оп three main points: “Healing food,” "healing 
hands" and "healing heads.” 

‘The first involves parents preparing 
healthy food for themselves and their babies 
using ingredients naturally and abundantly 
available in their communities. (Ilocano food, 
for instance, is considered “whole or com- 
plete,” Fernandez said.) 

‘The second pertains to massage techniques 
tb help mothers induce lactation, while the 
third is focused on developing better commu- 
nication between parents and their children. 

Since it was established in 1989, Arugaan 
has been trying to destroy “myths” on the 
proper care of children, particularly in the 
critical first“three years of life, Fernandez 
said. У 

Among these myths is the “conventional at- 
titude” that Filipino fathers are expected to 
provide for the family but not to attend to 

children's day-to-day needs, she said. 

‘This probably explains why simple tasks 


like changing diapers are still largely left to 
mothers, she said. 


Breast-feeding myths 

Tatay is trying to break down these conven- 
tions, Fernandez said, including the "well-en- 
trenched" misconceptions on breast-feeding 

The myths are quite prevalent, she said, cit- 
ing a number of examples—that not all moth- 
ers can produce milk, that lactation is depen- 
dent on breast size, or that infant formula is 
just better and actually produces geniuses. 

"These are all lies created by milk compa- 
nies,” Fernandez declared. 

She said these misconceptions explained 
why only 16 percent of Filipino mothers were 
following the global prescription of exclusive 
breast-feeding of their children from birth up 
to six months. 

Said Fernandez: “Ideally, every street cor- 
ner should be a breast-feeding corner. Noth- 
ing should stop you from feeding your child. 
Ina first-class restaurant, breast milk is your 
child's first-class food. 

“But in reality, mothers are beset with too 
many fears. They are too vulnerable to the ag- 
gressive campaign of milk companies.” 


Crucial role 

А husband can play a crucial role by help- 
ing his wife understand the advantages of 
breast-feeding, Fernandez said. 

She cited the case of a factory worker in 
Novaliches who heard Arugaan build a strong 
case for breast-feeding in a radio program. 

‘The arguments that initially presented 
themselves as unthinkable gradually became 
convincing to the man who had become used 
to hearing his wife and in-laws say that 
breast-feeding was not worth the bother. 

Fernandez said the man attended a coun- 
seling session of Arugaan and later talked his 
wife into nursing their baby girl. 

Eventually, the wife encouraged her 
co-workers to breast-feed their children. 

Fernandez said a businessman in Binondo 
‘once donated a remarkable 25 ounces of 
breast milk to Arugaan. (Breast milk naturally 
comes in a trickle because it is “concentrat- 
ed,” unlike infant formula that is prepared in 
bottles and glasses, she explained.) 

‘The businessman himself “expressed” the milk 
from his wife and preserved it. She apparently 
‘had more than enough for their twin babies. 


Men, too 

Other fathers can follow suit, when they 
start believing that child care is not purely а 
woman's domain, Fernandez said. 

‘She pointed out that breast-feeding was ac- 
tually not exclusive to women: *Anthropologi- 
cal studies show that certain populations of 
men can breast-feed because they also have 
mammary glands." 

But she added: “I don’t think men would be 
pushed to that scenario in this day and age. 
Our women have more than enough breast 
milk for all our babies.”

Tagayom, Elpidio Quilong-quilong 
and Divine Quilong-quilong. The 
eighth was identified as a bus inspec- 
tor of Lobrigo Bus Line. 

‘The Mae Ann was owned and oper- 
ated by Lobrigo Shipping Lines. 

Alovindas identified the lone 
missing passenger of the boat as 
Geopet Alburo. 

Two women were killed in Batan- 
gas—a 36-year-old woman hit by a 
falling tree in Nasugbu, and an 
84-year-old woman pinned by a wall 
in Lobo—while a man gathering co- 
conuts died after being struck by a 
tree in Tiaong, Quezon. 

A young boy died in Nagcarlan, La- 
guna, when a coconut tree knocked 
down by strong winds fell on him, the 
NDCC said. - 

A fisherman drowned after his fish- 
ing boat capsized off Negros Occiden- 
tal, the NDCC said. 

A falling tree also killed an uniden- 
tified man in Mogpog town, 
Marinduque. 

A man and his wife were electro- 


cuted bya fallen power line in Negros 
Occidental. 

In Legazpi City, the Office of Civil 
Defense recorded one dead, a 
14-year-old girl struck by a falling 
tree in Nazareno, Masbate. 


Lone fatality in Metro Manila 

‘One person died in Metro Manila. 

A 61-year-old woman, Teresita 
Zarcal Gruazo, was killed while four 
other persons, including a 2-year-old 
girl, were seriously injured when a 
concrete wall behind a dilapidated 
building caved in and crushed them 
amid heavy rains and strong winds in 
Caloocan City, officials said. 

А neighbor who ran out to help the 
victims was also hurt. 

“It was raining hard and the wind 
was strong when the incident hap- 
pened at around 10:30 in the morn- 
ing,” Caloocan public safety chief Al 
Santamaria said. 

In Tingloy, Batangas, five fisher- 
men were reported missing. There 
was no electricity yet in the whole of 
Laguna, Batangas and Quezon, ex- 
cept for Lucena City. 

Four other fishermen were report- 
ей missing in Calabarzon. 

‘Three others were missing after 
their boat capsized in the waters off 
Barangay Kinamaligan, Masbate. 

‘Another unidentified person was 
reported missing in Laoang, Northern 
Samar. 


Floods, landslides 

Landslides and flashfloods de- 
stroyed at least 145 homes and dam- 
aged 1,124 others, mostly in Legazpi 
City and in San Antonio, Northern 
Samar, said the МОСС. 

In Catarman, Northern Samar, resi- 
dents were able to flee to higher 
ground before floodwaters swept 
away 21 houses. 

Some 17,000 people were affected 
by the storm in Northern Samar. The 
‘worst hit town was Mapanas, where 
about 15,000 were affected. 

As of yesterday afternoon, Camarines 
Norte, parts of Catanduanes, Camarines 
Sur (except Naga City), Albay, Sorsogon 
and Masbate (except Burias Island) re- 
‘mained without power 

Power also had not been restored 
to Oriental Mindoro. 

Power interruptions persisted in 
Eastern Samar and Northern Samar; 
in Dilág; Leyte, aiid їй Sogod and 
other parts of Southern Leyte. 


10,000 stranded 

Some municipalities in northern Cebu 
province also experienced power inter- 
ruptions most of the moming yesterday. 

"The Coast Guard reported thou- 
sands of passengers stranded in ma- 
jor ports їп Southern Tagalog as ships 
delayed their departure while others 
already at sea took shelter in coves 
and harbors. 

Despite power outages that struck 
some of its stations, the Coast Guard 
‘was busy all day tracking passenger 


oy's wake 
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ships plying the seas around 
Romblon, Mindoro, Marinduque and 
the Calamian Islands. 

Spokesperson Lt. Cmdr. Joseph 
Coyme said more than 2,100 passen- 
gers were stranded in the ports of 
Batangas City, Lucena, Capalan, 
Romblon, San Jose and Puerto Real. 

Taking into account all ships that 
delayed their arrivals and departures 
in different parts of the country, 
Coyme estimated the total affected 
passengers at about 10,000. 


Ships given clearance 

In Manila's North Harbor, several 
ships were given clearance to leave as 
of 5 pum. while others from areas 
where the typhoon signals had been 
lowered began arriving. 

"The Coast Guard barred all ships 
with gross tonnage of 2,000 tons 
from going to sea in areas under 
storm Signal No. 2 . Boats with gross 
tonnage of 1,000 tons and below 
were prohibited from sailing in areas 
under Signal No. 1 

Several ships that were allowed to 
sail but were later caught in the storm 
tookshelter in natural and man-made 
harbors along the way. 

One such ship, the Sulpicio Lines" 
M/V Filipinas Princess with about 
1,000 passengers, ran aground as it 
took shelter їп Carmen Bay in 
Romblon's Tablas Island. 

While on its way to the bay, the 
ship rescued three fishermen whose 
boat had capsized. 

А 20-тап Coast Guard team has been 
dispatched to Tabaco in Albay to retrieve 
the sunken M/V Northern Samar, owned. 
by the Sta. Clara Shipping Co. 

The vessel sank due to strong" 
winds and water currents on Friday. 


No electricity 

Commander Nelson Torre, head of 
PCG Bicol Station, said his men were 
studying how the ship could be re- 
trieved so that it would not be canni- 
balized. 

In other incidents in Southern Lu- 
zon, three schools in Padre Garcia and 
San Juan, Batangas, and a public mar- 
ket in Padre Garcia were destroyed.

SIX MONTHS AFTER THE IMPLEMENTATION 
of the reformed value-added tax (VAT), busi- 
nessmen and professionals are getting away 
with paying less in taxes while the Filipino

Albay Rep. Joey Salceda, an économic 
adviser to President Macapagal-Arroyo, 
said the Bureau of Internal Revenue had 
failed to do its share in ensuring an equi- 


table tax burden among all classes in the 
implementation of fiscal reforms with cor- 
porate and professional tax leakages con- 
tinuing to swell. 

"While the fiscal reforms have staved off a 
financial crisis and enhanced state capacity to 
spur economic growth, they also spawned 
more virulent forms of corruption, widened 
income inequality and heightened the unfair- 
ness of burden-sharing all because of BIR mis- 
management," said Salceda, noting that cor- 


porate income taxes grew by a measly 3 per- 
cent while VAT collections surged by 75 per- 
cent during the period. 

‘The BIR fell short of its collection target by 
P10 billion in April (the peak collection 
month being the deadline for income tax pay- 
ments). 

In a statement, Press Secretary Ignacio 
Bunye said Malacafiang would get to the bot- 
tom of the steep drop in revenue collections. 

“We will take immediate remedial mea- 


sures. But we remain confident that the cur- 
rent years target is on track and will be 
achieved," said Bunye.

The thinking soldier 


ONJAN. 19, 2001, THE CHIEF OF STAFF OF THE 
Armed Forces of the Philippines, Gen. Angelo Т. 
Reyes, went up the Edsa Shrine with the service 
commanders of the AFP to announce their with- 
drawal of support for their commander in chief, 
President Joseph "Erap" Estrada. That act tilted 
the balance against the incumbent president and 
precipitated his ouster from Malacafiang. 

General Reyes said that he regarded Erap as a 
personal friend, and that it pained him to turn his 
back on his friend at a most crucial point in his 
political life. He did not want the public to see 
him as someone who thinks nothing of betraying. 
a friend. And so he felt compelled to write a per- 
sonal account of what happened. The INQUIRER 
published this in four installments in March 
2001, under the title “The 11th Hour Decision.” 

‘This reflective narration discusses in detail how 
Reyes, who had retired by then and become the 
new secretary of defense, arrived at his decision. 
Atthe time of Edsa I, took his account at face val- 
tue and glossed over the many questions that a crit- 
ical reading would have raised. Reading this docu- 
ment five years later against the background of re- 
‘cent events, I now realize how, indeed, past events 
acquire new meanings in the light of the present. 

Reyes explains how he makes critical decisions. 
He takes off from Descartes’ famous “Cogito ergo 
sum" (I think, therefore I am). "In my case, it 
might be said in a slightly facetious vein: I 
think—that’s been my problem." The way the gen- 
eral says it, ts almost as if thinking were an afflic- 
tion for a soldier. "Life would have been much sim- 
pler for me perhaps if thought less and, like the 
stereotype of the soldier, just contented myself 
with following orders or reacting to events as they 
unfold, That way, I would not run the risk of wad- 
ing into political waters, which conventional wis- 
dom deems taboo for men in uniform. 

"We made the decision because it was the only 
constitutional option left to avert а colossal disas- 
ter for the nation.” The constitutionality of a mili- 


his guest went away convinced that he was right.

Gen. Edgardo Espinosa, prodded by elements 
within the United Opposition, at organizing 
troops to move against the Estrada government, 
as well as reports that the RAM and some retired 
generals were mobilizing their contacts within 
the AFP and the PNP” In response, Reyes says he 
reiterated the need to keep the chain of command 
intact. One wonders, however, if he ordered the 
investigation of General Espinosa, an officer 
known to be very close to Ms Arroyo. 

Third, following the prosecutors walkout at the 
impeachment trial, Reyes recounts that he received 
intelligence reports "that New Peoples Army (NPA) 
‘operatives were coming in from the North and that 
extreme rightist elements were plotting to set up a 
military junta.” In response to these reports, he says 
ће ordered the drafting of a contingency plan. But 
he also contacted “retired General Renato de Villa, 
one of the closest aides of Vice President Macapa- 
gal-Arroyo, to get a picture of the situation from the 
United Opposition's point of view" 

Reyes was aware that he could “have decided 
not to do anything and still be probably right.” IF 
the military had not intervened, I think chances 
are Erap would still have resigned and stepped 
down from the presidency in the face of public 
pressure. Of course, like Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo 
five years later, he could also have declared a state 
of emergency and ordered the military to disperse 
the crowd at Edsa. Reyes did not want to wait for 
that moment. He preempted it by switching sides. 
In the process, he compromised the political neu- 
trality of the military. As an Edsa П participant, 1 
was jolted by the appearance of the military at the 
Edsa Shrine. I think it set a dangerous precedent. 

Ie is good to have thinking soldiers. But some- 
how I'm reminded of what Nietzsche once said: 
"Watch out! He reflects—in a moment he will be 
ready with a lie" I'm not saying that the general 
lies in his account, but he simplifies too much.

In 1962, renowned writing couple Edilberto and Edith 
Tiempo began the Dumaguete National Writers Workshop, 
the first in Asia. For three weeks in the summer, a selected 
number of fellows make a pilgrimage to Dumaguete to have 
their work studied by a panel of some of the best writers in 
the country, including Ma'am Tiempo herself. I've heard hor- 
ror stories of people from other workshops, who have come 
away from sessions holding back tears and swearing never to 
write anything again. And so 1 sat through sessions, one 
hand tapping nervously on a chair-arm, the other writing 
notes, waiting for the other shoe to drop. The shoe did drop, 
several times in fact, but along with the painful criticism—all 
the more painful because of the truth—there's also gentle 
and not-so-gentle encouragement from Ma'am Edith along 
with literary giants Dr. Marj Evasco, Susan Lara, Cesar Ruiz 
Cruz, DM Reyes and Dr. Anthony Tan.

It's interesting to wonder how such а cherubic face can 
produce the subtlety and darkness that characterize his 
work.

At the heart of the issue are really several things. For Canadians, the incident brings up

ANY OF US WILL REMEMBER THE WAY WE WERE 

M nagged by our elders about the polite way of holding our 
а, spoons. But hey, most of us were never told the spoon was 
ionly for soup and dessert. For Filipinos, and most Asians, spoons 
were the greatest invention ever. Throw away the knife and the fork 
but never the spoon, which we use for soups, desserts, vegetables, 


even to cut meat.

to the right hand, which is then used to 
spear the meat to eat. Europeans find this 
“zig-zag method" too much ado about 
nothing and say, goodness, keep the fork 
оп уошгей hand and enjoy your food. 

Now, how did we get into the trouble 
we're in now, with the spoon and the fork 
upsetting the Canadians? 165 hard to say. 
The fact that our terms for our eating 
utensils are Spanish-derived (kutsara, 
tinidor, kutsilyo) tells us they came into 
formal use during the Spanish colonial 
period. 

Bare hands were probably pre- 
ferred by our precolonial ancestors, 
and probably remained the norm 
throughout the Spanish colonial peri- 
od. When the Americans arrived, they 
were convinced eating with bare 
hands, rather than the Filipino-Amer- 
ican war, was killing off the natives so 
they fielded Knife and Fork Teams in 
schools to save us. We resisted the 
knife-and-fork way and today, when 
we have Americans visiting, we bring 
them into Filipino restaurants where, 
much to their delight, they can eat 
with their bare hands, often forget- 
ting to wash their hands first. 

Dining rules become dining 
habits, and we forget their origins 
even as the habits become "us", part 
of our identity. A meal isn'ta meal for 
Asians without the rice .. and a 
spoon and fork. Etiquette, well, 
that's all in the eye of the beholder. 
When you think about it, eating rice 
with a fork just doesn't work, with 
the rice, especially the loose North 
‘American varieties, slipping 
through. It’s untidy and sloppy. 

But don't worry, with 8 million Fil- 
ipinos living and working in Canada 
and all Kinds of other remote, savage 
lands, many infiltrating homes as nan- 
nies and cooks and housekeepers, 
well teach the world that the proper 
way of eating is with a spoon and a 
fork.

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Benefits of anti-bias environment

OW MORE THAN EVER, MANY MORE SOCIETIES CAN BE DESCRIBED 


N as multiculturally-diverse. And within that diversity, we can bet on the 
fact that there will be Filipinos among the different groups usually re- 


ferred to as “minority groups.” Filipinos in search of better options guarantees 
the continuous outward flow of Filipino migration combined with a broader ge- 
ographical scope explored and reached by them. 


In the United States, it has often been said that as 
migrants, Filipinos generally tend to assimilate and 
adapt easily to American culture and do not stand 
ош as visibly and distinctly as the other Asian cultur- 
al groups. It has been observed that we prefer to 
blend in to the point of dissociating ourselves from 
Filipino culture altogether. 

it when there is danger of an assault, or there is 

an act of aggression or exploitation against a member 
of our tribe, activity in the reptilian, territorial part of 
our brain is triggered and we rise up to staunchly de- 
fend our kind and our cultural integrity. And that is, 
in fact, one of the many ways that people assert their 
‘own cultural identity. But this very “public” display of 
pride in our national identity and culture is rare. Only 
Био or three incident come to mind. Was it an offe 
sive remark about having a Filipina in his loft by actor 
Liam Neeson in a radio interview or was it a statement 
attributed to Tommy Hilfiger that sparked a similar 
cross-country, trans-Pacific outpouring of anger? 

Yet there are surely many similar and even more ex- 
treme forms of discrimination and outright disregard 
for their human rights experienced by some of our 
kababayans in various spaces within the multicultural 
migrant societies in the countries they now call home. 
‘And sometimes these acts of discrimination and exclu- 
sion are committed by fellow Filipinos. 

Tt would be deplorable and pathetic if these expres- 
sions of outrage were all that Filipino children—here 
in their home ground or elsewhere in the world—ever 
experienced as the most effective ways of asserting 
our cultural identity. To be sure, actions to eliminate 
inequity or seek justice for transgressions is part of an 
anti-bias education agenda and program. But there 
are less controversial, simpler and low-key bur essen- 
tial ways through which we can ensure Filipino chil- 
dren grow unhampered and weighed down by learned 
prejudice. 

Developing awareness of one's own cultural identi- 
ty, knowing that one belongs to a group and feeling а 
sense of pride in identifying with this group are pre- 
requisites to becoming a healthy, emotionally stable 
and socially competent human being. This awareness 
and sense of identity must be achieved in early child- 
hood—before а child enters preschool at age four ог 
five and certainly before first grade. 

‘A sense of identity, then, provides that secure base 
from which an individual can begin to work toward 
achieving the other important pre-requisite to becom- 
ing a truly humane, competent and productive citizen. 
of the world: awareness of human and cultural diversi- 
ty Learning about human diversity also begins in early 
childhood but requires more time and more learning 
experiences throughout the middle childhood and ado- 
escent years in order to be fully internalized. 

We have come a long way from those days when 
many more were not proud to be Pinoy to these days 
when our children do have many more opportunities to 
celebrate and take pride in being Pinoy. Over two to 
three decades, with combined initiatives from various 
sectors, we have learned and are teaching our children 
and ourselves to know more and appreciate our own 
culturally diverse society. But think we still fall short of 
providing our children and ourselves “all the tools” we 
need to achieve tolerance for human diversity. 

We must face the fact that many Filipinos have 
learned and continue to pass on attitudes and behaviors 
that demonstrate how biased they are and that discrimi- 

пате against others on the basis of race, cultural her- 
itage, religion, age, gender, ability socio-economic s 
tus. So it is the acquisition of those tools i.e. the inform: 
tion, the social skills, the feelings and attitudes that will 
spell the difference between tokenism and genuine civil- 
ity and respect for human diversity, Random exposure 
will not до. 
What we need is a pro-active anti-bias stance within a 
human rights framework and sustained, concrete efforts

by those of us responsible for taking care of and 
teaching our children and youth. Beyond policies 
and programs on paper (which we are better at) 
this means support for concerted efforts to sup- 
port parents and teachers and enable them to care 
for and teach children in ways that develop traits 
like compassion, openness, curiosity about people 
and their cultures, empathy and respect for oth- 
ers. This means as well helping them learn to be 
competent problem solvers, independent and crit 
ical thinkers and cooperative team players or 
group participants. 

Schools must be pro-active and re-examine both 
the formal curriculum as well as the “hidden curricu- 
tum" ог the social structure and dynamics that define 
relationships within the school. Often it is through 
school policies and rules or even activities that a subtle 
but powerful bias against people is communicated. 
Such cases negate all pro-multicultural diversity con- 
tent and perpetuates discrimination on the basis of re- 
ligion, family status (ће. children of separated or di- 
vorced parents, social lass, political orientation) in a 
manner that directly affects children. 

‘Aside from schools, these critical reflection-action 
судез within a proactive approach to overcoming prej- 
udice must include all elements of a child's earning en- 
vironment: the immediate community, the institutional 
Community to which the family belongs (church, youth 
organizations), other leaming resources and the media. 
The influential and ever-present forms and products of 
media that fil up the children’s media landscape and 
practically engulf them during their waking hours 
should be critically assessed. 

At its best, media can be a truly valuable and con- 
structive force to be harnessed for the crucial task of 
rearing a generation of Filipinos who are better-pre- 
pared to play, work, live, love and learn in a world 
Where human diversity can truly flourish, Twenty 
years ago "Batibot," the first all-Filipino children’s 
Program pioneered in this multicultural, anti-bias 
approach and was an active presence in the lives of at 
least two generations now proud to be Pinoy, and 
aware of, and open to, human and cultural diversity. 
Its time for a similar presence to be asserted in the 
lives of today's children. 

‘Aside from the racial discrimination and disrespect 
for cultural practices, Luc Cagadoc and his mother 
separately experienced disregard for their rights as 
human beings, each in a different way yet based on 
the same source: assertion of power and dominance 
and abuse by a person in a position of authority 

Luc was a victim of a two-punch knock-out: the dis- 

astrous combination of the lunch monitor's ignorance 
about essential features of Filipino and Asian cultures 
and the monitors ignorance about child development 
and implications for developmentally appropriate 
adult- child interaction. His mother was a victim of the 
principals own cultural illiteracy (which 1 must add 
Pot typical of Canadian educators) and his ineptness in 
dealing with parents both as competent adults and in 
ways that more fully engage them and show respect for 
them as necessary partners in children's care and edu- 
cation. 
He applied the worst possible tactic of protecting his 
turf and staking his claim by wielding and abusing his 
authority (as principal and as a "native" Canadian). 
‘This unwarranted display and abuse of power is deeply 
rooted within and at the same time reinforces prejudice 
amd bias against people who happen to be different 
from him and his kind. On the basis alone of incompe- 
tence and unprofessional behavior the school board 
should sanction this principal and transfer him to a 
School district in the Bronx or the inner cities of urban 
Jungles like Bangkok and Metro Manila,

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Data on slowing birth 
growth rate questioned 


BAGUIO. CITY—POPULATION 
and reproductive health advocates 
said the recent government an- 
mouncement on the slowing down 
of the country's population growth 
rate was nothing short of a miracle. 

"That has stil to be proven. We 
need more evidence-based data,” 
Eden Divinagracia, executive di- 
rector of the Philippine Non- 
government Organizations Coun- 
cil for Population, Health and 
Welfare (PNGOC), told the In- 
quier here on Friday. 

"The National Statistical Coordina- 
tion Board (NSCB) said the country’s 
population growth rate has slowed 
down to 1.95 percent last year. 

Divinagracia, also a convenor 
of Reproductive Health Action 
Network (RHAN), an activist 
group promoting reproductive 
health and population manage- 
ment, said they need evidence to 
prove the NSCB report. 

“Was there a research to come 
out with this projection?" she 
asked. 

Citing figures of the Commission 


оп Population, she said the contra- 
ceptive prevalence rate (CPR) in the 
‘country is still very low and the un- 
met need for limiting and spacing 
birth is still very high. 

‘The national demographic and 
health survey in 2003 showed that 
CPR is 49 percent among married 
women in the Philippines. 

Divinagracia said more work 
was needed to increase the CPR. 

The survey also showed Fil- 
ipino women still bear more chil- 
dren than they desired. 

On the average, there is one 
child who is “unwanted” or un- 
planned for every household. 

Filipino women would have, 
on average, 2.5 births, or a birth 
less than the number they cur- 
rently have (3.5 births). Women 
from other Southeast Asian coun- 
tries have, on average, 2.5 births.

Aetas demand 
consultation 
on projects 


CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE AETA TRIBE 
in the Botolan, Zambales side of Mt. Pinatubo 
warned of war if tourism projects and other 
developments in the vicinity of the volcano 
were not consulted with them. 

“Developers are going to have a taste of our 
fury if they will insist on their plans without con- 
sulting us,” Carlito Dumulot, chair of the Lubos 
ma Alyansa ng mga Katutubong Ayta ng Sam- 
bales (Lakas), told the Iqumem from Barangay 
Mambog in the uplands of Botolan on Tuesday. 

Dumulot was reacting to the road carved 
by the Korean-owned PDC Development 
Corp. (PDCDC) and the Capas government 
toward the crater via Sta. Juliana route in Ca- 
pas, Tarlac. 

Opened to tourists on April 29, the 7-km 
road skips the regular route along the lahar- 
choked O'Donnell River and shortens the trek 
to the 3-km wide crater-lake to an hour. 

The road, he said, gives greater access to 
mainly South Korean visitors. 

The PDCDC also maintains a stable for 
horses at Sitio Magkupya and a fleet of boats 
atthe crater. 

No Aeta tribes, not even those from Sta, Ju- 
liana, gave the project a free and prior in- 
formed consent certificate, according to Du- 
mulot. 

Salong Sunggod, Central Luzon director of 
the National Commission on Indigenous Peo- 
ples, and Chito Balintay, officer of the NCIP in 
Zambales, confirmed this in separate inter- 
views 

Dumulot said the Aeta tribes of Botolan are 
asserting their rights to determine the pro- 
jects and administer the activities in and 
around the crater because it belonged to the 
territory of the town. 

He said other Aeta tribes and clans in Pam- 
panga, Tarlac and Zambales recognized even 
before the 1991 eruptions that the summit 
straddled the Botolan side. 

The tribe, Dumulot said, also wanted to pro- 
tect the volcano from desecration amid the ris- 
ing numbers of tourists.

Mediation program 
reduces case backlog 


BAGUIO CITY—THE SUPREME COURT'S 
mediation program is proving to be an effec- 
tive mode of settling court disputes and un- 
clogging court dockets. 

The success is largely due to the system's 
out of court and non-legal confrontational 
process of settlement, said the Philippine Ju- 
dicial Academy (PJA), the body tasked with 
implementing the high court's alternative dis- 
pute resolution programs, 

"There are 14,000 cases settled by media- 
tion in pilot areas since 2001 and chances are, 
once the system is fully used by all courts, it 
could cut the country's case loads significant- 
ly” said lawyer Michael Andrew Ong, pro- 
gram administrator of the Justice Reform In- 
stitute Support (Juris) project. 

The country's 2,258 courts, from the SC to 
the municipal courts, have 806,748 pending 
criminal and civil cases as of December 2005. 

РДА had contracted Juris to train lawyers, 
professionals, barangay leaders and tribal el- 
ders as mediators. 

Ong said there are now more than 400 
court annex mediators who serve 36 media- 
tion centers. 

Fifty-three new mediators finished their train- 
ing on April 27 at the Saint Louis University here. 

Ong said in Bacolod City and the City of 
San Fernando in Pampanga, mediation had a 
90 percent acceptance rate among litigants ~ 
and an 80 percent success rate. 

"Io illustrate, Ong said a Bacolod City courts 
case load of 300 was down to 100 cases after a 
year because of court annex mediation, Delmar 
Cariño, PDI Northern Luzon Bureau.

Peace returning to Sierra Madre 
as Army men, tribe enter into deal 


LUCENA CITY—PEACE IS BEGINNING TO RE- 
tum to the Agta tribe in Sierra Madre in northem 
Quezon after the military local government offi- 
Ча and national government agencies assured 
the mountain settlers that they would no longer 
be disturbed by military operations. 

"The military made representation with the Ag- 
ta natives and convinced them to return to their 
mountain communites. They assured the natives. 
that their peaceful existence in their ancestral set- 
tlement would never be disturbed again,” Fr Pete 
Montallana said in a phone interview. 

Montallana is the coordinator of the In- 
digenous Peoples’ Apostolate in the Prelature 
of Infanta and the Tribal Center for Develop- 
ment director based in Infanta town. 

The center is one of the evacuation sites of 
indigenous peoples fleeing from massive mili- 
tary operations in their area. 

Nap Buendicho, president of Agta (Adhikain 
mg mga Grupong Taong Katutubo na Nag- 
tatanggol sa Lupaing Ninuno), also sent a text 
message to the Inguier on Tuesday èvening:

CITY OF SAN FERNANDO—THE

In creating the council through 
Executive Order No. 004, Mayor 
Oscar Rodriguez said he aimed to 
“share the responsibilities of good 
governance with the citizens.” 

The move opened the local 
government to the scrutiny of 
and participation by the private 
sector, he said. 

The council was tasked with 
monitoring and evaluating the 
Progress of eight development 
goals identified in a series of con- 
sultations and affirmed in а sum- 


mit in February this year. 

The council uses the PGS as a 
way of tracking down specific 
‘outcomes for those goals to make 
this Pampanga capital the "gate- 
way to North Philippines, region- 
al center of Central Luzon and 
champion of good urban gover- 
nance by 2015 and habitat of hu- 
man excellence by 2030." 

Estanislao said the PGS was 
adopted from the balance score- 
card (850), a management system 
used in business and developed at 
the Harvard Business School. 

ISA has advocated the applica- 
tion of the BSC in public gover- 
nance by Philippine cities. At 
least 14 city mayors, including 
Rodriguez, are ISA fellows. 

The order, according to Ro- 
driguez, ensures the continuity of 
the council's work despite 
changes in local political leader- 
ship.

Rosette Lerias yesterday alerted the provinces 
Search and rescue teams to be ready to spring. 
into action following the landslides on Thurs- 
дау in Barangay Olisihan in Bontoc town and in 
Barangay Concepcion, Sogod caused by heavy 
rains spawned by tropical storm “Caloy.” 

‘The governor said there were no reports 
yet of any person hurt or houses that were 
damaged by the landslides in the adjoining 
towns of Bontoc and Sogod. 

The governor also alerted residents along the 
‘Subangdaku River in Sogod to be ready to evac- 
uate fo higher grounds as the river's water has 
starteli to rise to dangerous levels. Heavy rains 
have élso damaged the dike along the Subang- 
daku River in Sogod, the governor said. 

Thé governor last night left for Bontoc and 
Sogod, which are about 52 km from Maasin 


City, with some members of a search and res- 
cue team, to find out the extent of the damage 
caused by the landslides. 

Lerias formed the search and rescue teams fol- 
loving the massive landslide on Feb. 17 that buried 
the vilage of Guinsaugon in St. Bemard town, lo- 
‘cated about 20 km from Sogod. Over a thousand 
residents died in the Guinsaugon tragedy. 

Donations kept pouring in for survivors of 
the tragedy and the families of those who died. 

Recently а Malaysian delegation brought with 
them packages of food, milk and cooking uten- 
sils that are to be given to Guinsaugon residents. 

‘According to Lerias, the village that was 
erased from the map by the landslide is turn- 
ing out to be a top tourist destination in 
Souther Leyte, with visitors coming in out of 
curiosity and to offer condolences and help to 
survivors.

CEBU CITY—EXCEPT FOR SIGNATURES 
from three areas in Cebu province, the Com- 
mission on Elections said it has finished veri- 
fying signatures meant to endorse constitu- 
tional amendments. 

The Comelec said the number of signatures it 
verified was more than the required percentage 
per legislative district in the conduct of the peo- 
ples initiative for constitutional amendments, 

Edwin Cadungog, provincial election su- 
pervisor, said he already submitted his report 
to the Comelec central office in Manila saying 
that Cebu has already completed verifying all 
the signatures gathered in connection with 
the people's initiative. 

"Cadungog said there were 314,129 signa- 
tures that were verified out of the 1.9 million. 
registered voters in all 51 towns and cities in 
the province. 

Except for Danao City, Talisay City and the 
town of Daanbantayan that failed to submit data, 
the commission endorsed the report to Manila, at- 
taching the petitions for certiorari and prohibition 
filed by at least three lawyers’ groups here. 

"We have to terminate the verification pro- 
ceedings because we could not wait for the 
(report of) three other (towns). What we are 
after here is the reasonable time in which we 
could file our report and I think this is the rea- 
sonable time,” Cadungog said. 

In his report, the provincial election super- 
visor said out of the 314,129 signatures from 
51 areas in Cebu province, 159,727 appeared 
to be valid while there were questions on 
66,069 others. 

Cadungog said it would be up to Manila to 
certify if each legislative district met the re- 
quirement mandated by the Constitution. 

“I believe that we met the requirement even 
more than what is really required,” he said.

were: Ist district—8.1 percent; 2nd district 8.62 
percent; 3rd districe—14.05 percent; 4th dis- 
tric—7.89 percent; Sth districe—9.68 percent;

2 terror suspects

CEBU CITY—TWO UNDOCUMENTED IN- 
donesians have been languishing in jail here 
since Saturday after they were arrested when 
they tried to sneak out their dead Filipino 
companion from their room at a hotel in 
Barangay Guadalupe, this city. 

‘Authorities said they were puzzled why the 
Indonesians tied to smugele out their compan- 
ion from Crown Regency Hotel when the autop- 
sy showed the latter died of heart failure.

Chance encounter 

The thing about chance encounters is that 
they are seldom lukewarm—either they turn 
out to be monumentally fortuitous or disas- 
trously bad luck for the parties involved. In 
my case, I count myself lucky that my chance 
encounter with Gloria turned out to be of the 
former kind.

Invitation to dive 

During one of the breaks, І had the oppor- 
tunity to be introduced to the former Cabinet 
secretary, and it was then that he extended an 
invitation to visit his resort. A couple of weeks 
passed when I received a text message “am 
inviting you 2 WOW KISS the best of ur time. 
Tanx, Ric Gloria." I got in touch with some 
dive buddies—Stella, Czaldy and Poker—and 
we decided to do some exploratory dives 
there. 

It was raining when we arrived, but the sun 
soon appeared, turning what had up until 
then been a gloomy day into a bright and 
cheerful one. We lost no time in gearing up 
and even less time getting into the water. 

Since this was our first time—or for that 
matter, it was the first for any diver—to dive 
in the area, we relied on the boatman to get us 
to where the corals were. 

We decided on a conservative dive profile, 
agreeing not to go beyond the 100-foot mark. 
We swam northwest past a low sea wall that 
was filled with schools of fish and an abun- 
dance of healthy corals. While there were 
some signs of dynamiting, it was clear that 
these had happened far into the past. 

Parrot fish, scad and colorful reef fish 
trailed us throughout our dive. Visibility was 
60-80 feet, there.was no current, and it was 
an easy and relaxing dive. 

Our second dive was on a reef right in front 
of the resort. Although the corals there were 
not as vibrant as in our first dive site, it was a 
tremendously rewarding effort from a 
macrophotography point of view. 

Among the rarer subjects we saw was a T0- 
bust ghost pipefish, several varieties of nudi- 
branches, a tiny white frog fish, and scores of 
gobies, shrimps and eels, among other marine 
life. 


Heading home 

Back on shore, our minds stil filled with 
the wonderful visions of what we saw, the dis- 
cussion turned to the future of the area as a 
dive destination and ecotourism showcase. 

‘As we talked, the locals also started to open 
up. They were animated in their description 
of where and when the whale sharks would 
appear. They confirmed the presence of 
dugongs in nearby Malita town, sea turtles 
nesting in nearby beaches, and dolphins fro- 
licking not far from where we sat. 

Listening to their tales and their growing 
eagerness to share, it was easy to see that Glo- 


ria's impassioned advocacy for stronger com- 
munity involvement in any kind of develop- 
ment was starting to take hold.

1went to Saudi Arabia five years 
ago to work as a domestic helper. 
Leaving behind my two-year-old 
daughter was the hardest decision

previous life was that of a sales 
clerk, receiving minimum wage, 
with hours spent on my feet, 
behind a counter where beauty 
accessories were sold. 

When my neighbor told me 
about а job opening for a domestic 
helper in Saudi Arabia, 1 saw it as a 
sign to exchange a life of limited 
potential for a more lucrative, 
though difficult, job overseas. 

My employers were good to me.

When 1 fastened my seatbelt on 
the plane that was to take me home, 
I took a long, deep breath, conscious 
of this rare gift of freedom that was 
handed out to me by no less than 
the King of Saudi Arabia. Our flight 
touched down in Manila at exactly 
4:45 pm, signalling the end of my 
journey as an OFW.

Inside the tower are 46 bells, the largest of 3 x 2a 3 paf. ans 
which weighs five tons.

But today, many of the Dutch bells are out 
of tune, with some in dire need of repair or re- 
placement. The wires and levers of the clavier 
have also crumbled. 


Sign of wear and tear 

The 130-foot cream-and-maroon tower 
topped by an open-air dome is also showing 
signs of age, with wear and tear gnawing at 
the column. 

Last year, a Dutch expert told university of- 
ficials that playing the bells, which even then 
was done rarely, could cause some of these to 
fall off. 

For some time now, the Carillon, whose 
name actually refers to the bells and not the 
tower, has been a mute shadow of its former 
self, a relic that had seen better times. 

“But we can't allow the Carillon to fall into 
ruin,” said UP Alumni Association (UPAA) 
secretary and executive director Solina Igle- 
sias. 

“As far as 1 know, it is only one of the two 
major landmarks at the university, the other 
being the UP Oblation,” she added. 


Ambitious project 

‘The university is now counting on its alum- 
ni to chip in to save the beloved landmark 
which is also a symbol of the ties that bind its 
graduates together. UP has embarked on an 
ambitious P20-million project seeking to save 
the Carillon from further decline. 

Dubbed the “UP Carillon Restoration Pro- 
ect" the undertaking is being spearheaded 
by the ЏРАА, the same organization that do- 
nated the bell tower to the university back in 
1952. 

The UPAA has so far collected P2.25 mil- 
lion in cash from alumni and P12.4 million in. 
pledges— from individuals and entire class-

‘THIS IS A DAY OF CELEBRATION 
for most sons and daughters. 

But while the rest of the world 
joyfully mark Mother's Day, I feel 
no reason to celebrate the event. 
This day only brings me more 
pain and grief as my mother can- 
‘mot be with us physically. 

For almost 10 years now, she 
has been working abroad to earn a 
living to support our family. I was 
a grade four student in a public el- 
ementary school in 1996 when 
she left. Lam the eldest in a family 
of six so when she left to work 
abroad, 1 had to assume some ге- 
sponsibility for the well-being and 
welfare of my siblings. My father 
worked hard to keep the family to- 
gether even without my mom. 

1 focused on my studies since 
this was the only way to repay her 
for her hard work and sacrifices. 1 
promised myself 1 would not put 
all these to waste. She is such a 
courageous woman, going abroad 
even without a working visa. 

For a long time, she was able to 
work in Japan without a working 
permit 


Arrested, imprisoned 

But in 2003, she was arrested 
by the Japanese immigration au- 
thorities. She spent three months 
in prison before she was sent back 
tothe Philippines. 

After almost seven years, the 
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family saw her again, although 
her homecoming was not quite 
easy for her. 

But the fact that the family was 
whole again made her ordeal in the 
hands of Japanese officers seem 
‘unimportant. We put up a small 
business in the province, just 
enough to provide for our daily 
needs. We made the most of the 
short time she stayed in the country 

А few months later, however, 
she decided to return to Japan 
unmindful of the five-year ban on 
returning imposed by the 
Japanese government. 

Thonestly thought she would 
not go back, considering her un- 
happy experience in jail. The 
family did not want her to return. 
and was totally opposed to her 
working abroad again. She al- 
ready had enough money to start 
a good business. 


Re-arrested 

But she was keen on returning 
to Japan despite the family oppo- 
sition. She said she would not be 
able to earn here what she got 
abroad. By then, my younger sis- 
ter and I were already in college, 
and the family needed money for 
our education. 

She was able to secure a tourist 
visa to Japan, this time, paying 
somebody to be allowed to use a 
strangers name and identity. The 
agency that facilitated her visa 
application processed the papers 
she needed to enter Japan. 
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She was able to work again on- 
ly to be re-arrested in January.

After calling us almost every 
week, [haven't heard a single word 
from her since her arrest. The fami- 
ly gota short letter in March telling 
us her living condition in a prison 
somewhere in Japan. 


3 years in jail 

1 immediately tried to contact 
the Department of Foreign Affairs 
(DFA) to find out the real situa- 
tion of my mom. Last week, a DFA 
staff member called to inform me 
that my mother had to serve the 
sentence imposed by a Japanese 
court. She has to stay in prison for 
almost three years. 

‘Three years is quite a long 
time. | am very worried about her 
(never mind the financial prob- 
lem the family faces at present). 

So today, Mother's Day, I dedi- 
cate this special day to her. She's a 
brave and strong mother. 1 could 
not have gained this much strength 
were it not for her support. 1 know 
sheisa strong mother. 

Nothing can ever compensate for 
the sacrifices she made to give us a 
good future. Though she is currently 
detained somewhere in Yokohama, 1 
‘would like her to know that, for us, 
she is a real hero. I would like to tell

Missing you 

I owe her everything 1 
have—family, education, values, 
and a good life in general. Her de- 
cision to be a TNT (tago nang tago) 
in a foreign country was perilous 
from the start, but she took the risk 
for our sake. Her second arrest will 
surely serve as a learning experi- 
ence for her and the family. 

Twish I could hug her tight to- 
day. | wish 1 could thank her per- 
sonally for the things she has done 
forus. But she has to stay in prison 
in Yokohama for three years. 

The next three years will surely 
bea challenging time for the fam- 
ily. We will no longer get financial 


support from her. No new clothes, 
new gadgets and stuff. No kumus- 
tahan telephone calls. No greet- 
ings on special occasions. 

But I know this is simply God's 
way of testing us, if we can stand 
firmly and overcome the difficul- 
ties that lie ahead. She went 
abroad primarily to support our 
studies, but she will miss our 
graduation in March next year. 


Waiting 

My sister and I will graduate 
from college while our two young 
brothers are graduating from 
high school and elementary. She 
has long waited for the day we 
will receive our diplomas, a day 
of fulfillment for her when she 
can finally come home and stop 
working abroad. 

But God might have a different 


plan for her. 

To my 43-year-old mother, 1 
say, let this be your special day. 
Don't give up. We shall be waiting 
for you to come home. When you 
do, we will have our family pic- 
ture taken (we have not had asin- 
gle photograph of the whole fam- 
ily sinceshe went abroad).

Single and childless, she has instead given birth to countless 
ideas and efforts to bring her fellow overseas Filipino workers (OFW) to 
the forefront of Dubai's fast-growing economy. 


She is loved and respected by other OFWs 
in Dubai for helping uplift the image of 


Filipinos there. 
Yet, the pioneer in fashion design and 
Filipino furniture trading and market- 


ing in Dubai feels that calling her “The ; 


{Mother of OFW's” is a little too much. 
$ Ong was third of four daughters of a 
"Filipino mother and a Chinese father. "T 
grew up in the company of strong wom- 
en. There were five (including her 
mom) of us and just one man (her fa- 
ther),” Ong told the Inquirer in an over- 
seas phone interview. 

She started working for the Midtown 
Ramada Hotel in Manila in 1976, short-

ofthe Philippines with a degree in Ho- 
tel and Restaurant Administration.

After three years, she joined more than 

350 hotel workers hired for work in 
Dubai. 

Ong had to take a crash 

course on the country.

After 20 years in HK, a matriarch retires

OVER THE YEARS IN WHICH 
Filipinas have flooded into Hong 
Kong to work as domestics, some 
interesting histories have emerged. 
Many of the women’s stories are 
worthy material for sociologists 
tackling the issue of migrant work- 
ers. In fact, American writer Bar- 
bara Ehrenreich book "Global 
Woman" features profiles of Filipina 
domestics abroad which are both 
inspiring and heart-wrenching. 
Tknow one such woman with an 
engrossing history. Adela, who has 
worked for 20 years in Hong Kong, 
and her husband Gaby (now 60, 
‘who has himself spent the past 10 
years in Hong Kong) are from Suri- 
gao. With their accumulated sav- 
ings, the couple now say they're 
ready to "retire." They say this jo- 
cosely because they know the fu- 
ture will be a struggle, thanks to 
worries about his arthritis and her 
^high blood pressure, as well as the 
support of grandchildren left be- 
hind by migrant working parents. 


One-woman agency 

Adela's story mirrors that of 
many other Filipinas toiling 
abroad. But hers features genera- 
tional cycle which has brought sev- 
eral relatives out of her barrio to a 
first world enclave like Hong Kong. 

It was 20 years ago when she 
used up her savings to pay a re- 
cruiter who found her an employ- 
er in the territory. Her eldest son 
working in Riyadh also contribut- 
ed to the payment. 

Her Hong Kong employers 
turned out to be a retired British 
couple who seemed kind enough 
at first but gradually became fussy 


and demanding. Adela recounted 
feeling demeaned when the lady 
of the house, on showing her her 
chores, asked if she'd seen a refrig- 
erator before. ("I may be poor, but 
Tm not ignorant," Adela retorted.) 
Easily mastering her duties, she 
became an indispensable servant. 

Every two years, Adela took the 
obligatory two-week leave to go 
home where she found that her 
husband, as well as various rela- 
tives, were finding life a struggle de- 
spite her regular remittances. 


Going to Hong Kong 

So she decided to find them work 
in Hong Kong, first obtaining Chi- 
nese employers for two of her 
nieces. Most importantly, she was 
also able to persuade her employers 
to hire her husband as a gardener 
and handyman around their home. 
However they agreed-only to pay 
half the minimum wage, which he 
eventually supplemented with part- 
time work elsewhere. This is actual- 
ју illegal, but the practice is quite 
widespread because, while there 
are occasional arrests, the authori- 
ties cannot police everyone. 

Eight years ago Adela and Gaby's 
son Ding wound up work in Saudi 
Arabia and arrived in Hong Kong 
Гога visit. He met Marlyn, a nanny 
for an Australian couple, and they 
decided to marry. Adela suggested 
that Marlyn persuade her employ- 
ers to hire Ding, the same way she 
had persuaded hers to hire Gaby. 
Luckily the employers agreed, al- 
lowing Ding to obtain residency. 

Soon the young couple produced 
three children—each one of whom 
Marlyn took back to Surigao when 
they were barely a month old and 
left them in the care of relatives. This

is a common practice among other 
women who get pregnant (with Fil- 
ipino or foreign husbands) and who 
are lucky to have relatives willing to 
babysit, thereby adding to the large 
numbers of Filipino children grow- 
ing up without their mothers. 


Ehrenreich's 
book shows that there are some 
cases where children of OFWs 
grow up not (00 traumatized by 
the absence of their mothers, who 
are appreciative of the sacrifice 
involved and aware of the advan- 
tages of having financial support. 
 Adela's luck in finding jobs for 
her relatives has made her the ma- 
triarch of the clan as she helps ne- 
gotiate labor contracts, and some- 
times smoothens over occasional 
differences with employers. 

‘One such episode involved the 
Filipina wife of a Canadian busi- 
nessman who had hired Adela's 
daughter-in-law Marisa as a cook. 
to Adela's 
younger son Nonong with whom 
she has two children. Nonong visit- 
ed Hong Kong, hoping to fin work 
but failed and returned to Surigao. 

When Marisa went home for her 
first holiday after two years, she had 
to delay her retum to Hongkong be- 
cause her youngest child was hospi- 
talized. Reporting back to work two. 
days late, she found herself fired by 
her furious Filipina employer. 

Marisa turned to Adela for 
help. The latter knew the wom- 
an’s background well and had an 
ace up her sleeve, so she went to 


Adela related the story to me later. 
Itseems the Filipina had once been a 
housemaid at the Canadianis home. 


He was married to an American са- 
reer woman and they had а daugh- 
ter The Filipina confided in Adela 
that she was in love with her em- 
ployer whose marriage, she daimed, 
wes a sham. Dedaring that she 
aimed to become his wife, she set 
her plan in motion. She later told 
Adela that whenever the wife was 
ош, seducing the man was 
easy—she dressed provocatively and 
‘once arranged to have him see her 
naked. To her delight, he succumbed 
but wanted tobe furtive, not wishing 
to lose his wife. At which the 
temptress arranged for them to be 
caught having sex. It wasn't long af- 
terwards that the Filipina became 
the Canadian’s new wife. 

So Adela went to talk to the 
‘woman, begging for “awa” (pity) 
for Marisa, and hinting ever so sub- 
tly that she had always kept her se- 
стег about the seduction. (An un- 
truth, since she seems to have told 
not just me but most of the Pinoy 
‘community in the neighborhood.) 


Sorely missed 

Marisa still has her job, though 
she reports being treated very 
badly by her mistress. Adela re- 
marked ironically, "Parang hindi 
siya katulong noong dati" (As 
though she once wasnt a maid 
herself). Sadly, the former house- 
maid now lords it over her own 
servant quite vindicively But 
Marisa doesnt grumble much, 
knowing she's fortunate to stili 
have a job to support her children 
and husband who doesnt eam 
much driving a tricycle in Surigao. 

‘Adela's impending "retirement" 
means she'll be sorely missed by 
her young relatives whose lives 
she's made a bit eas 
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ONG (middle) with friends enjoying a night out in Dub: 


Living in a compound with other Filipino 
workers cushioned the impact of being 
away from her family. “The noise you hear is 
Tagalog so you won't get lost. Of course you 
miss your family but the impact was less. 
How could you have a hard time adjusting 
(when you are among) 350 Filipinos with 
you?" 


Career change 

She wrote to her family and telephoned 
them as often as her hectic schedule would 
allow. She also sent taped messages. Send- 
ing money then was done through the 
*padala system" care of other Filipinos go- 
ing home because sending money was ex- 
pensive through the bank and takes a long 
time, but now it is very fast and with West- 
ern Union; it takes only а couple of minutes 
and your money is received in Manila, she 
said. 

Ong would surf the Internet to know 
what's happening in the country, and watch 
Filipino television shows, to learn the latest 
"chismis" at home. 

When her first contract expired in 1981, 
she moved to Condor Trading, learning the 
trading game in Dubai. 

She later transferred to Al Fajer Informa- 
tion and Services, one of two exhibition 
companies in Dubai, then joined Arushi, a 
"super high-end fashion house." The compa- 
ny made all the gowns and wedding dresses 
of major princesses in the United Arab Emi- 
rates, Qatar and Oman. 

She decided to set off on her own in 1995 
and, in partnership with a friend, bought 
“Balqis,” the oldest fashion establishment in 
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Dubai. "Majority of our clients are royalty,” 
Ong said, saying she was involved with ev- 
ery single royal wedding and other special 
occasions. 

Her experience with local ladies was 
“very fulfilling, very stressful,” she said, so 
in 2004, she put up the Philippine Pavilion 
‘Trading LLC (Philpav), a marketing firm for 
“quality household furniture and home 
decors from the Philippines.” 

Ong is confident she has a big market 
with all the Filipinos in the Middle East. 
And, after moving from one job to another, 
Ong said, “This is what I plan to do for the. 
rest of my stay here, (and I will) stay here 
while the business is still good and I still like 
ithere.” 


First in RP furnishings 

Ong is probably the first one to trade in 
Philippine furniture and home decor in a 
Muslim country. 

A founding member of the Philippine 
Business Council (PBC), a nonprofit organi- 
zation of Filipino entrepreneurs and profes- 
sionals in Dubai, she has been its chair since 
2004. The organization with 25 members is 
recognized by the Dubai Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry and one of 32 business. 
councils certified to operate in Dubai. 

Though she feels "blessed" that she suc- 
ceeded, she stressed it had not been easy. 
"None of these (successes) happened 
overnight. I didn’t just sit around. I worked 
hard,” she said. 

She is happy she took her father’s advice 
about becoming an entrepreneur: “If you 
are on your own, your limit is what you set 
yourself... your sipag.” And sipag Ong obvi- 
ously has lots of. 

If there is one thing Ong learned during 
her stay in Dubai, itis that she will always be 
a guest in the country. “It's a temporary 
place. No matter how long I've been here, 
it's still (a) transit (point).” 

She advises future OFWs to make sure 
they have employment visas and to go 
through legal channels. "A lot of Filipinos 
(remain) jobless because they came with a 
visit visa while hoping (to) get a job," Ong 
said. 

She said future OFWs should know what 
they're getting into. 

Despite her successful business, Ong said, 
“I have no intentions at all (of retiring in 
Dubai). I'm looking forward to going home 
to the Philippines for good." 

When she comes home, she does not plan. 
to just sit around. “I will take care of my 
family in the provinoe," Ong said in Filipino.

New arrivals can't wait 
to leave country again 


THEYRE HOME NOW, BUT 
most likely just for a while. 

Their having languished in 
jail in Saudi Arabia—some for 
just a few days, others for 
many months—does not deter 
them from still dreaming of 
finding work abroad. 

For their families to survive, 
the best option is still for them to 
‘work outside the Philippines. 

“I am going back. ГЇ just take 
a rest. Life's so hard here,” John- 
ny Dava, 38, told the Inquirer in 
an interview last Thursday. 

Dava worked for two years 
as а cake decorator in Saudi 
Arabia, but poor working con- 
ditions forced him to run away 


For that, he was arrested 
and jailed for several months. 


Dava was among the 170 Fil- 
ipino workers who arrived here 
last Thursday after having been 
pardoned by Saudi King Abdul- 
lah during President Macapagal- 
Arroyo's state visit last week. 

But they were not the only 
OFWs who returned that day, 
tasted freedom, and yet, still 
yearned to work abroad. 

А 15-year-old girl from Sul- 
tan Kudarat who was not given 
food and slept in a dank, 
cramped jail for five days in 
Damascus, Syria, said she still 
dreams of finding work asa do- 
mestic helper overseas. 


“I want to work as а DH be- 
cause I envied my cousins. They 
work as domestic helpers 
abroad and they all now have a 
good life. I want that for my 
family, too,” the girl said. The IN- 
‘quire is withholding the girl's 
identity she being a minor. 

Despite her young age, the 
girl is determined to fulfill her 
goal. 

She and seven other Filipino. 
women меге apprehended 
right at the Damascus airport 
last week because immigration 
officials discovered they did 
mot have the proper employ- 
ment documents. 

She was released with two 
other Filipino workers. 

They are now staying at the 
Overseas Workers Welfare Ad- 
ministration Halfway Home. 
‘The rest are stillin jail. 

"Next time,” she said, “Til 
make sure the recruiter will 
show me the right documents. 
1 will not leave the country 
without signing proper docu- 
ments. I will not leave without 
an employer waiting for me.” 

The girl said she also would 
want to finish her studies with 
the money she'd be able to earn 
asa domestic helper. 

Noel Posadas, a 38-year-old 
native of Daet, Camarines Norte, 
said that it must really been his 
destiny to work overseas. 

Posadas worked as a chief 
engineer for eight years in 
Riyadh, He was jailed for

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Vain search for injured after oil fireball 


Over 200 Nigerians pilfering oil burned beyond recognition in explosion 


LAGOS—OFFICIALS OF THE NIGERIAN RED 
Cross searched in vain Friday for people injured 
following a pipeline blast near Nigerian commer- 
cial capital Lagos in which more than 200 people 
were believed burned to death. 


"We have combed through the. 
bushes and nearby creeks to see if 
we can find those injured so that 
we give them medical assis- 
tance,” Red Cross Secretary Gen- 
eral Abiodun Orebiyi said. 

"We have seen none yet. We 
are appealing to those who may 
be in hiding to come out for medi- 
cal attention, "he said. 

Police and rescue workers said 
the villagers had been collecting the 
gushing fuel when the fuel ignited. 

"The estimated number of peo- 
ple who died is between 150 and 
200..The people who died in the 
inferno are suspected to be pipeline. 
vandals,” Lagos police chief Em- 
manuel Adebayo told reporters, al 
though another security official put 


the toll at more than 200. 

“None (of the fuel thieves) is 
remaining alive to tell us the story 
of how it started,” said Adebayo, 
ina statement suggesting that all 
the suspected fuel thieves at the 
Падо village beach scene of the 
explosion were burned to death. 

The Nigerian Red Cross had 
earlier reported more than 100 
deaths from the blast early Friday 
atllado beach village, near Apapa 
seaport where numerous oil in- 
stallations are located. 

Scorched beyond recognition, 
corpses floated on the water or 
lay exposed on the sand as rescue 
workers and police picked 
through the debris.

British woman pregnant 
with cancer-gene-free 
‘designer baby’ 


LONDON—A BRITISH WOMAN 
has become the first in the coun- 
try to conceive a "designer baby” 
selected specifically to avoid an 
inherited cancer, The Times said 
Saturday. 

The woman, who was not 
identified, used controversial 
genetic screening technology 
to ensure she does not pass on 
to her -child the condition 
retinoblastoma, an hereditary 
form of eye cancer from which 
she suffers. 

Doctors tested embryos cre- 
ated by the woman and her 
partner using in-vitro fertiliza- 
tion (IVF) methods for the can- 
cer gene. Only unaffected em- 
bryos were implanted in her 
womb, the newspaper said. 

lt suggested the woman's 
pregnancy would increase con- 


troversy over the proce- 
dure—pre-implantation genet- 
ic diagnosis (PGD)—because 
critics say it involves destroy- 
ing otherwise healthy embryos 
whose conditions are treat- 
able. 

She was treated by Paul Ser- 
hal, the country's leading зре- 
cialist in PGD who has licenses 
from regulator the Human Fer- 
tilization and Embryology Au- 
thority (HFEA) to screen for 
retinoblastoma and a form of 
bowel cancer. 

‘The HFEA relaxed rules ear- 
lier this week allowing em- 
bryos to be screened for a 
wider number of genetically- 
inherited diseases. PGD has 
been used successfully before 
in the United States, The Times 
said. AFP 


FBI agents search former 
CIA No. 3's home, office 


WASHINGTON—FEDERAL. 

agents on Friday searched the 
home and office of the CIA's for- 
mer third-highest ranking official 
who is under investigation be- 
cause of ties to a figure in a con- 
gressional bribery scandal. 

Kyle “Dusty” Foggo, who an- 
nounced his retirement from the 
CIA on Monday, is being investigat- 
ed by five agencies due to his long- 
standing friendship with delense 
contractor Brent Wilkes, an unin- 
dicted co-conspirator in the bribery 
case that landed former US Rep. 
Randy "Duke" Cunningham of Cal- 
ifornia in prison, officials said. 

Foggo’ lawyer was not immedi- 
ately available for comment but Fog- 
go, formerly executive director of the 
agency, has denied any wrongdoing. 

Foggo had been appointed by 
CIA Director Porter Goss, who him- 
self resigned a week ago. Adminis- 
tration officials were unhappy with 
Goss over publicity surrounding 
the Foggo case after his ties with 
Wilkes became public in March. 

On Friday, the CIA declined to 
say whether Foggo was still em- 


ployed by the spy agency. 

Federal agents with sealed 
search warrants showed up at 
Foggo office at CIA headquar- 
ters in McLean, Virginia, and at 
his nearby home. 

Live news footage showed 
plainclothes agents and a white 
Chevrolet van outside a modest 
split-level brick house in a quiet 
Virginia suburb. 

The CIA said the searches were 
partof a joint investigation by the. 
FBI and the CIA inspector gener- 
al's office. Also investigating are 
the Internal Revenue Service, the 
Defense Criminal Investigative 
Service and the US attorney's of- 
fice in San Diego, officials said. 

“The agency is cooperating fully 
with the Department of Justice and. 
the FBI as this is an ongoing investi- 
gation," the CIA said ina statement. 

The CIA has acknowledged its 
inspector general is investigating 
whether Foggo helped steer any 
agency contracts to Wilkes, a San 
Diego businessman who has not 
been charged with any crime.

New traces of bomb-grade uranium found in Iran 


BERLIN/BRUSSELS—UN INSPECTORS HAVE 
found traces of near bomb-grade enriched urani- 
um on nuclear equipment in Iran, diplomats said 
on Friday, as the EU prepared a declaration that 
will insist Tehran shelve ай enrichment work. 

Iran signaled undiminished confidence ina 
lack of big power resolve against its atomic 
work with President Mahmoud Ahmadinejad 
calling Western pressure “psychological pro- 
paganda" and the US-mooted, last-resort op- 
tion of war “unlikely.” 

The United States and its Western allies 
suspect Iran's professed ambition to purify 
uranium to generate electricity is a smoke- 
screen for an atomic bomb programme, a con- 
cern stoked by Tehran’s 18-year concealment 
of sensitive enrichment research. 

The new discovery by UN inspectors of 
high-enriched uranium traces in Iran was 
made on equipment from a former research 
site razed by Iran in 2004 before the Interna- 
tional Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) could 


А diplomat in Vienna, where the TAEA is 
based, confirmed the new finding from the 
former Lavizan-Shian site but cautioned: 

“it’s no smoking gun. There could be many 
explanations. But it increases pressure on 
Iran to come clean about Lavizan.” 

Reacting to the report, Iranian foreign min- 
istry spokesperson Hamid Reza Asefi told the 
students’ news agency ISNA: 

“These comments lack any importance and 
do not come from a real source.” 

Word of the discovery came as EU officials 
were shaping a “carrots and sticks" offer for 
Iran. Diplomats hope to have the offer ready 
in time fora May 19 meeting in London of the. 
five veto-holding big powers on the Security 
Council plus Germany. 

“(The EU) calls on Iranian authorities to co- 
operate fully with the (UN nuclear watchdog) 
IAEA, suspend all enrichment-related and re- 
processing activities, including research and

Workplace raises risk of having small baby 
NEW YORK—A variety of occupational conditions experienced by pregnant 
women can increase the likelihood of having a small infant, according to a. 
report in the American Journal of Public Health. One of the main risk factors 
is having an irregular or shift-work schedule. The good news is that elimi- 
nating these factors before the 24th week of pregnancy can bring the odds 
down to those of unexposed women, the report indicates. A so-called 
*small-for-gestational” or SGA, infantis one that is smaller than normal in 
‘elation to the stage of pregnancy. Typically, their birth weights fall below 
the 10th percentile. SGA infants are at increased risk for a number of prob- 
lems, including low levels of oxygen and blood sugar at birth. Factors that 
had a cumulative effect on risk included working night hours, Irregular or 
shift-work schedule, standing, liting loads, noise, and high psychological 
demand coupled with iow social support. Compared with the complete ab- 
sence of these conditions, the risk of having an SGA infant ranged from 8 to 
128 percent when one to all six of these conditions were present. However, 
as noted, when preventive measures were taken before the 24th week of 
pregnancy, such as reassignment to a safer job or withdrawal from work, 
the elevated risks were largely eliminated. Reuters

Unafraid of copycats 

Unlike other designers or businessmen, 
Alan is not afraid of competitors pirating or 
copying his designs. 

Being more technology driven than his fa- 
ther before him, Alan got his clients, especial- 
ly the Europeans, more from the Internet than 
from other sources. 

Naturally, he has to print his designs on his 
Web page, and of course, any Tom, Dick and 
Harry could easily copy them. 

He even hears of some Manila stores carrying 
his designed furniture. Most likely, they were 
copied from his catalogue on the Internet. 

But since he has not patented his designs, he 
lets them be. After all, imitation is supposed to 
be the best form of flattery. But he reasons that if 
the buyer knows where they were originally 
from, he would naturally seek the original. 

Thats what he is banking on; that the buy- 
ers would prefer the genuine article. For it is 
їп the genuine that one can appreciate the 
truly superb craftsmanship, the true beauty 
and uniqueness of his designs. 


Proud of local craftsmen 

Alan is especially proud of his craftsmen, 
for they are the ones who translate his ideas 
from paper to furniture. 

We are not especially respectful of our car- 
penters and weavers and handymen, says 
Alan, and he aims to raise Filipinos’ level of 
respect when they see the finished products 
executed by these people. 

‘What Alan wants emphasized is ће crafts- 
manship, for this, he says, is the Philippines’ 
main selling point.

Hyderabad is currently in the running for 
leadership in information technology in India 
with its Hi-Tec or “Hyderabad Information 
‘Technology Engineering Consultancy” City 
located at Madhapur in the outskirts of the. 
city. Hi-Tec City is gaining a name as “Cybe 
abad,” with its claimsas “the nucleus of IT this 
side of Asia." 

‘At Hi-Tec City, one loses count of the many 
software companies from around the world 
that house office spaces, production areas, 
and communication facilities. Surrounding 
them are clubs, hotels, shopping and conven- 
tion centers, A construction frenzy of high-ris- 
es is enveloping the place and one stops short 
of imagining flying cars whizzing by upon 
seeing women laboring side by side with the 
men. 

While remaining distinctly Indian in flavor, 
Hyderabad stands out for its architecture and 
lifestyle where Islam meets Hinduism. You 
can see it in the city’s minarets, forts, universi- 
ties, museums, palaces, gardens, pools, tombs 
of kings, temples, ancient buildings and ele- 
gant houses with Persian architecture. Indian 
women in colorful saris walk beside their 
‘Muslim counterparts garbed in black from 
head to foot. 

‘Where the entire South India is made up of 
Hindu kingdoms, the Muslim Nawabs held 
forth and ruled Hyderabad for centuries, thus 
the prevalence of Islamic culture among its 
citizens. 

My trip to Hyderabad was the start of a 
Group Study Exchange Tour of South India 
sponsored by Rotary International. My fellow 
‘Ambassadors of Goodwill from Philippines

Golconda Fort 

Some 11 kilometers west of Hyderabad, an 
imposing fort of Muslim influence is built on 
an elongated conical granite hilltop that 
stands 400 feet high, surrounded by three 
tiers of loop-holed and battlemented ram- 
parts. It has a perimeter of about seven miles, 

Built by Ganpati, the Kakatiya King of 
Warangal in 1143, the legendary Golconda 
Fortis the proud producer and trading center 
of the Kohinoor diamond, considered the 
world’s most precious diamonds, some of 
which now adorn the British crown. 

Golconda historians, however, say that it 
was Sultan Quli Qutub Shahi, а Persian ad- 
venturer and military leader who made Gol- 
conda his capital in 1512 A.D, that made the 
fort the military wonder that itis now. He also 
founded Hyderabad in 1589. 

The Qutub Shahi military architecture and 
engineering is astounding in view of the fort's 
87 semi-circular bastions ranging 50-70 ft 
high and 25-50 ft in width on which heavy 
cannons were mounted to fortify the fort. 

Golconda Fort has a cluster of palaces, wa- 
ter reservoirs and pipe lines, stable, armory 
hill, guard rooms, jail, ammunition store 
houses, mosques and temple, gates at cardi-

One of the major tourist attractions of Gol- 
conda Fort is the acoustic communications 
where the sound from a clapping hand in the 
center porch of the Grand Portico can be 
heard at a certain point of the hill, The audi- 
ence hall and the porch were apparently con- 
structed in such a way that any arrival at the. 
porch could be heard by the king and his 
guards. Such is the wonder of Qutub Shahi 
military architecture. 

But despite the ingenious military engi- 

=, neering and probably because of envious mili- 

tary rulers around the fort, Golconda lost a 
battle in 1363 and became a part of the Bah- 
mani Kingdom. And in 1687, the Mughal Em- 
peror Aurangzeb and his army forced their 
‘way through till Golconda was no more. 

Golconda Fort, true to the Hyderabadi 
thrust of lording it over the digital world, be- 
comes alive at night after the Andhra Pradesh 
Tourism Development Corp. Ltd. introduced 
the enthralling 55-minute interplay of light 
and sound that recalls Hyderabad's legendary 
past. The tourism authority claims the light 
and sound show as "undoubtedly the finest in. 
the country because of its large canvas span- 
ning the entire fort area.” 


Grand Qutub Shahi Tombs 

Bollywood, with its constant search for ex- 
otic shooting locations, -has turned to the 
Qutub Shahi Tombs for film shootings. About 
three kilometers northwest of Golconda Fort, 
the tombs of the Qutub Shahi kings and their 
relatives have a characteristic Muslim style 
with Persian, Pathan and Hindu touches, 

‘The domes are built on a square base sur- 
rounded by a gallery of pointed arches that 
are single storied for minor tombs and double 
storied for larger ones. The name of the king, 
period of reign and date of his death are in- 
scribed in the entrance of every tomb. 

‘The color of the tombs is gray granite and is 
embellished with stucco ornamentation, Sad- 
ly, however, the tombs where seven out of 
eight sultans are buried are now in a state of 
disrepair and the original gardens and adja- 
cent mosques are just sad testaments to a by- 
gone glory. 
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Zoo, museums and pearl shops 

Hyderabad is a "City of a Thousand Faces" 
where you can mix а visit to the zoo and mu- 
seums with shopping in just a day. 

The Nehru Zoological Park is the biggest 
200 in India and is home to more than 1,500 
kinds of birds and animals. Lions and Bengal 
tigers lie sunbathing on huge slabs of rock and 
are indifferent to the thousands of tourists 
who attempt to make them move by whistling 
and shouting. 

"The lush overgrowth and greenery gives 
the тоо a safari feel as several buses filled 
with tourists and delighted children táké dif- 
ferent routes around the zoo of 300 acres. The 
тоо also has a natural museum, a prehistoric 
park, mini train and animal rides, 

A Visit to Hyderabad is not complete unless 
уоп visit the Salarjung Museum, which claims 
to have the largest private collection in the 
world started by Nawab Turab Ali Khan and 
Nawab Salarjung Ill, with 43,000 art objects 
and 50,000 books in the 38 rooms of the 
three-story building, 

This museum also houses a dizzying array 
of European and Indian paintings and statu- 
ary. The Jade Room contains priceless objects 
that belonged to ancient Indian rulers such as 
‘Aurangazeb, Tipu Sultan, Shah Jahan and the 
‘Asaf Jahs of Hyderabad. 

‘As it always is after а government-spon- 
sored tour, your tour bus will surely stop at a 
shopping center that highlights the best a lo- 
cale can offer. In our case, it was a stopover at 
bids, Hyderabad's most popular shopping 
area known for textiles, handicrafts, 
footwear, garments and, most especially 
pearls. 

Pearls and diamonds happen to be the 
specialty of Hyderabad jewelers. The rulers 
of Hyderabad were said to be so enamored 
with the lustrous, creamy beads that traders 
brought their very best to the city. Crafts- 
men soon followed and through the genera- 
tions, Hyderabadis became known for "un. 
matched craftsmanship and low labor 
costs.”

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Regarding the second myth, says Lagman, 
nothing can be further from the truth. She. 
once encountered a newly married couple 
who insisted on minimalist interiors for their 
brand new love nest, When she asked them 
why, she was finally able to confirm her suspi- 
Чол. 

"Since they had a small budget," she says, 
“the wife thought it would be cheaper to go 
minimalist because you only needed to buy а 
few things. That's a very wrong notion of min- 
imalism.” 


Imperfections 

For one, minimalism allows no room for 
imperfections. Thus, finishing work is costlier 
compared to, say, а rustic, Mediterranean-in- 
spired home or one teeming with all sorts of 
Orientalia. 

‘True, it does entail restraint, but not on 
one's budget. Since they're supposed to be 
spare and flawless, minimalist furniture and 
accent pieces are more expensive next to their 
more conventional counterparts. (The three 
decline to reveal their projects total price 
tag) 

"When you go minimalist, it has to be your 
style,” says Laborte. "While most styles wel- 
‘come imperfections, it's never the case with 
minimalism. Since even the most minute im- 
perfection can mar the look, everything has to 
be almost perfect." 

Flawless doesn’t have to be stark or, worse, 
boring. In their latest work, for instance, the 
three women were able to inject a number of 
focal points that underscore a play on tex- 
tures and contrasts, 

Tn lieu of an all-white affair (which is typi- 
cal in many minimalist homes), they opted for 
а black-and-white color scheme plus а few 
neutral furniture pieces in brown and camel. 
Contrast was thus achieved on the two bed- 
rooms’ "positive-negative" walls and cabinets. 

"Apart from going monochromatic,” says 
Pambid, who did a black-and-white abstract 
painting on the living room, "you can also use 
опе strong color as an accent." 


Neutral colors 

They originally got the green light to do the 
unit in black and white, but as soon as the 
client saw their rendition, she told them to 
throw neutral colors into the mix in the form 
of brown and camel furniture pieces. Thus, 
says Laborte, the look now falls under the 
realm of modern minimalism, 

Their decision to retain the units light- 
brown wood laminate floor proved to be a 
wise one, Furniture pieces (in camel) consist- 
ing of a three-sitter and an Ottoman from 
Padua achieved a floating effect since they 
match the floor's color. 

An accent piece in the form of a leather 
rocking chair from Roomscape echoes thc 
wood's wenge finish, A dark-brown buffet 
table that doubles as a china cabinet comes 
with modern carvings in the form of swirls. 

"The trio was able to achieve texture via a 
series of white, “thatched-latch” niches 
Laborte designed to go with the living room. 
The functional compartments’ irregular, jut- 
ting-out quality ів reminiscent of the once-

Lighting also plays a key role in achieving a 
minimalist ambiance. In lieu of heavy chan- 
deliers, the trio resorted to cove or concealed 
lighting through a series of drop ceilings. A 
concession was made via a series of dangling, 
no-frills lights in the dining area. 

"We veered from the norm to achieve some 
verticality" says Lagman. "But the rest of the 
house is illuminated with lights peeking from 
under the coves.” 

Finally, the fact that three women were in- 
volved in the project for another woman 
proves that minimalism no longer appeals ex- 
clusively to men. 

“Personally, l'm partial to minimalism be- 
cause I'm so exposed to colors as part of my 
profession,” says Laborte. “White is like a 
plain canvass you can play around with.” 

Like their client, Laborte wants to give her 
eyes a rest as soon as she arrives home.

THE PASTURE IS DOUBLY LUSH 
and flourishing this time of the 
year in Good Shepherd Parish 
(GSP) of Las Piñas. 

Not only does the parish, just 
like several other parishes, ride 
high into the season's fiesta fever, 
it also has a very special reason 
to celebrate. This year, the parish 
reaches 20 years of active pas- 
toral work in a vast and populat- 
ed area of Las Pifias composed of 
subdivisions with seven chapels, 
aside from the church itself 

It doesn't seem too long ago 
when the idea of building a new. 
church in Las Pifias was being 
considered. Fr. John McCormack 
and Fr. Patrick Kelly of the Soci- 
ety of African Missions were the 
first priests from their society to 
be sent to the Philippines in 
September 1986. Their arrival 
was the result of earlier talks be- 
tween SMA Superior General Fr. 
Patrick Harrington and the late 
Cardinal Jaime Sin about the 
need for more priests in the 
Philippines. Las Pifias, with its 
suburban setting, was chosen as 
most appropriate area for the 
mission. 

When the groundwork was be- 
ing laid for the building of a 
church community in 1986, 
manyof the parishioners were al- 
ready actively involved in nearby 
parishes’ ministries and had the 
basic background in community 
work. As they pledged affiliation 
to the new parish, these people 
found themselves absorbed in 
various church undertakings. 

Fundraising projects for the 
church building went simultane- 
ously with “shepherding the 
growing flock” as church-related 
ministries were put up and began 
holding their own meetings, 
practices, Bible study and prayer 
groups regularly. 

However, with such a highly 
populated parish, there were 
constant calls for pastoral care, 


not to mention the liturgical ser- 
vices and organization meetings 
taking place weekly. 

Despite some occasional set- 
backs, Good Shepherd Parish is 
well on its way to be one of the 
strongest church communities 
this part of Las Pifias. Marriage 
Encounters and Couples for 
Christ, built around the family, 
are ‘now well-established. 
Through the Social Development 
and Health Care Office, there are 
regular outreach activities to the 
poor and disadvantaged. 

The various activities of the 
Parish Youth Council, on the oth- 
er hand, give proof of dynamism 
and guided formation of the 
youth. Even the older parish- 
ioners, who had been serving 
and dedicating their time to min- 
istering to the flock when the 
church was being built, continue 
todoso, although less strenuous- 
ly this time. 

At present, the Parish has hun- 
dreds of lectors, choir members, 
Lay Eucharistic ministers, altar 
servers, girls’ club members, 
mother butlers, collectors, social 
workers, prayer groups. These 
same people have been mobi- 
lized to actively participate in 
this year’s grand and colorful fi 
esta celebration. 

At the helm of this year's fiesta. 
jubilee activities is parish priest 
Fr. Gus O'Driscoll of the Society 
of African Missions, assisted by 
Fr. John Flynn, SMA, with Fil- 
ipino priest Fr. Alan’ Canoneo, 
SMA. Highlights of the 20th an- 
niversary include a concert titled 
“Dalawang Dekada,” a singing 
contest, a photo exhibit showeas- 
ing highlights of the past 20 
year, а  minifair called 
“Karakol” and the dance contest 
"Sayawan sa Pastulan." 

Indeed, it would be fitting to 
say that, at 20, the "cup has run- 
meth over” at Good Shepherd 
Parish. 


‘Tinalak’ weave becomes 
‘modern indigenous’ 


‘THE TINALAK CLOTH IS ONE OF 
the T'boli tribe's traditional proper- 
ties. It is exchanged during mar- 
rages and used as covering during 
births. Now, this distinct cloth is be- 
ing shared outside the tribe and 
has become the indigenous com- 
munities’ livelihood through a spe- 
cial program by the Center for In- 
temational Trade Expositions and 
Missions (Citem). 

Many businesses nowadays 
tap the exclusive services of 
Tboli women of Lake Sebu in 
South Cotobato for tinalak-weav- 
ing. 

The women's cooperative, 
T'boli Trade and Crafts, and the 
Tagum Agricultural Development 
Co. Inc. (Tadeco), are now part of 
Manila EAM.E,, the Citem crafts 
trade exhibit. 

In the April edition of the 
Manila EAM.E,, tinalak caught 
the attention of both local and 
foreign buyers. This intricate 
cloth that usually takes months to 
accomplish were beautifully ren- 
dered as sofa, center table, foot- 
stool, throw pillows, votive and 
vase covers by Tadeco. 

Simple lines, clean details and 
the character of materials used in 
TTadeco’s living room collection 
further inspire the emerging 
trend of modern indigenous (mo- 
di) living. 

A boxy sofa became even more 
comforting with the right soft- 
ness of its off-white cushion, 
paired with cuddly throw ag 
pillows accentuated with 
wood beads in ethnic 
patterns designed by 
CesarGaupo. —

WE MAY ALL KNOW WHY AND WHEN TO 
celebrate Mother's Day but there may be lit- 
tle knowledge how it started. The following 
traces the early history and the beginning of 
Mother's Day in modern times. 

‘There are various versions as to the origin 
of Mother's Day but most agree that the earli- 
est celebrations occurred in ancient Greece 
to honor Rhea, the mother of ancient Greek 
gods, 

In ancient Rome, Romans celebrated a 
holiday in honor of Cybele, a mother goddess 
from March 22 to 25. These celebrations 
were notorious enough that followers of Cy- 
bele were banished from Rome. 

In the British Isles and Celtic Europe, the 
goddess Brigid, and later her successor St. 
Brigid, were honored with a spring Mother's 
Day, which is connected with the first milk of 
the ewes. 

During modern times, England began to 
celebrate “Mothering Sunday” in the 17th 
century. The name evolved from the custom. 
of baking a special cake, called a mothering 
саке! о take on visits’ to' mother. ‘Today’ in 
England, “Mothering Sunday" is celebrated 
on the 4th Sunday of Lent (the 40-day period 
leading up to Easter.) 

But the Mother's Days we know today was 
originally conceived by social activist Julia 
Howard Howe during the American Civil 
War with a call to unite women against war. 
She wrote the Mother's Day Proclamation in 
1870 which saw a day dedicated to peace af- 
ter having lived through the horrors of war. 

Howe, however, failed in her attempt to 
get formal recognition of a Mother's Day for

When you want to see him re- 
garding your problems at work or for 
‘whatever reason, it is still best to ask 
pérmission, set an appointment, or at 
Feast be conscious about the managers 
routine. If you know that he makes 
calls or answers e-mails at a certain 
time of day, it is best not to disturb him.

Don't abuse access 

An open door policy doesn't give 
you the right to abuse access to your 
manager. See him only whenever 
you absolutely need to consult him or 
When you want to pass on an impor- 
tant message. Mana-gers have 
plenty of work to do and also need to 
Concentrate on work at hand. 

Sometimes, managers with an open 
door policy are forced to have alternate 
offices where they can concentrate. 
whenever too much openness prevents 
them from doing their work. This is a 
common technique used by managers; 
1 used i, too. 

Don't bring problems 

Whenever you wish to see your 
manager, it is best not to bring him 
problems. Ifyou wish to discuss your 
Problems at work, you must be concise 
їп stating the problem. You might not 
look good if you bring him a problem 
and expect a solution from him. 

When employees who have mas- 
tered organizational savvy discuss 
problems with their managers, they 
also offer alternative solutions, recom- 
mendations and a plan to resolve the 
problems. That way, they are not del- 
gating upwards. In short, do not make 
your ma-nager do your work.

Bernas can turn serious in a blink, furrowing his trademark 
bushy brows and peering over his glasses. "Nobody has really 
told me to shut up; nobody can. But that's part of the game. 
When (Chief Justice Andres) Narvasa invited me to join the 
Supreme Court, the main reason 1 said no was because the on- 
ly time I would be able to talk was during the decisions. And I 
didn’t want that.” 

Bernas is very clear about the distinction between giving 
advice—as he often does as an amicus, an expert consulted by 
the courts on prickly issues—and meddling. “As far as canon 
law is concerned, there may be restrictions on what priests 
may do. But as far as civil law is concerned, when a person 
becomes a religious, he does not cease to be a citizen of the 
Philippines, and he does not shed his constitutional rights.” 
He shifts mood again, eyes twinkling. “And that's why even 
clerics are constitutionally free to make fools of themselves.” 

‘On a more personal level, he would rather “balance my 
rights as a citizen against my primary responsibility as a 
priest,” says Bernas, who admits that he hardly ever loses his 
composure. “If I feel that saying something at a certain mo- 
ment may harm my own apostolic work, then I restrain my- 
self. Or I just talk to the wall." 

‘Two of the words most often used to describe Bernas are 
"liberal" and "progressive." 

In the September 2004 edition of the Ateneo Law Journal, a 
tribute to Bernas refers to this man, who co-authored the 
1987 Constitution and virtually drafted the Philippines’ Bill of 
Rights, as "The Father of Philippine Liberal Constitutional- 
ism." In the same tribute, Chief Justice Artemio Panganiban 
called him “brilliant, versatile and venerable.” The tribute was 
made on the occasion of Bernas’ retirement as dean of the Law 
School and his becoming Dean Emeritus. 

“That just means I'm laos na” (washed up), he says of the 
new title. 

"The real reason Bernas joined the Jesuit order was because, 
in his own words, "I wanted to become a priest and something 
else. I didn’t want to be confined in the sacristy, because I feel 
the role of the priest and the Church in general is both spir- 
itual and worldly. Christ came to save not souls, but people, 
and people are body and soul. He was curing the sick, feeding 
the hungry. And the thrust of the Church today, which is social 
justice, is because of the responsibility to care about the ma- 
terial welfare of the people also. Of course, if it's a matter of 
losing something material instead of your soul—well, that's 
what martyrs are. And I haven't been given that opportuni- 

Lawyers, not Palace advisers 

Yet, while he speaks freely on matters of law, Bernas has 
been known to remain silent on other hotly debated areas, 
like birth control. "Let's put it this way: I would not talk about 
things on which I would not consider myself an expert. On 
contraception, I say, let's talk about it in the confessional. I'm 
not a very judgmental регзоп—1 forgive sins easily.” 

Bernas does not deny the claim that the Ateneo is an elitist 
institution, but he qualifies what the word may be referring 
to. 
"Necessarily in law school we choose only the best and the 
brightest, because it would be a disservice to the nation to 
give them lawyers who are, well, Malacafiang advisers,” he 
says with another chuckle. “But when we are working in the 
missions, with the poor, it's the elitism of the excellence of ser- 
vice. Becoming a man or woman for others means being as 
good a man or woman for others as you can be.” 

Bernas takes a thoughtful view of being such a man, keep- 
ing his faith while working within a very fallible legal system. 
“The reason I'm teaching law is because of our Lord, who 
came to save sinners. People criticize my having friends like 
(industrialist) Lucio Tan and (former President) Erap (Estra- 
da), who don't have very saintly reputations. Our Lord hung 
around with pharisees. If I had lost faith, I would have aban- 
doned law school! 

“You have to have a sense of humor,” he continues, “and ac- 
cept that there are some things you cannot do anything about, 
even if you try. It is messy, and I see a lot of corruption, bribery. 
I don’t really lose sleep over things I cannot achieve, because 
Tm not God. I realized that long ago.” 

What Bernas did realize long ago was that he wanted to 
heed God's call. He was born in 1932 in Baao, Camarines Sur 
to a doctor and a housewife. His father died young, and his 
mother continued to raise her 12 children by herself 
Bernas—Quining to friends, and Bernie to fellow Je- 
suits—was the second in the brood and one of three who 
‘would join the religious life. Two sisters became Benedictine 
nuns; one would be president of St. Scholastica’s while Bernas 
was president of the Ateneo de Manila University, from 1984 
to 1993. 

Bernas studied at the Ateneo de Naga, and played a lot of 
basketball, while reading Zane Grey westerns and the Ellery 
Queen and Perry Mason detective books. By the time he was

in his last year of high school, he was 
already giving priesthood some serious 
thought. “The biggest influence was 
studying in the Ateneo. I saw a lot of 
young Jesuits, and the life attracted 
me.” The only time he had second 
thoughts was when he was nearing or- 
dination, Bernas recalls. “I already had 
а graduate degree in law then, and 1 
wondered, will I push through with 
this? And then I thought of my mother, 
and how she would be terribly disap- 
pointed.” 

His mother was no religious fanatic, 
Bernas recounts, but she was a major 
influence on his choice of vocation. She 
passed away in 1984. 

Although he had also considered be- 
coming a journalist when he was 
younger—he has been a much-read 
columnist for several broadsheets, in- 
cluding the Inquixer—Bernas got inter- 
ested in law while earning his MA in 
Philosophy, after teaching English and 
Latin at the Ateneo High School. “I en- 
joyed teaching, but I hated correcting 
papers!” 

Bernas graduated from the Ateneo 
Law School in 1963, and was ordained 
a priest at the Fordham University 
Church in New York on June 10, 
1965—the same year he completed his 
masters degree in law at New York 
University. 

‘Delightful’ teacher 

Bernas zoomed in on constitutional 
law because of a preference for “grand 
views. I'm not very good with details. 
That's why I find reading financial re- 
ports difficult. But there are philosoph- 
ical things in constitutional law. 165 
about big things, and not the nitty-grit- 

Although he also served as Jesuit 
Provincial, Bemas’ true home is the 
Ateneo Law School, where he was dean 
from 1975 to 1977, and again from 
2000 to 2004. He teaches constitution- 
al law and public international law six 
hours a week, but gets his hands on 
students in their first and second years. 
Bernas mischievously describes himself 
as a “delightful” teacher—and his stu- 
dents agree. 

“Нез probably the most brilliant le- 
gal teacher ГЇ ever have,” says PJ 
Bernardo, a junior associate at the 
Poblador Bautista and Reyes Law Of- 
fices who placed eighth in the last bar 
exams. "In our first year, we would be 
trembling whenever we were on deck. 
We were never bored; you'd be too 
afraid to be bored! But I still remember 
his cases up to now. He had this ability 
to simplify vague concepts of law, and 
draw out the answers from you.” 

"Everybody holds him in such high 
regard, because he's smart, funny, and 
can dish out good advice—its the 
whole package," agrees another former. 
student, Anna Su, who also passed the 
last bar exam and will be working at

“1 don't insult people,” Bernas clari- 
fies good-naturedly. "The only one I've 
used is, Explain to the class why your 
answer is wrong." Lawyer Pedro Aris- 
ton, a former Jesuit scholastic and stu- 
dent, remembers another subtle one: 
how Bernas would greet students with 
the question, "So what's on your feeble 
mind today?" 

Bernas says he can spot а good 
lawyer in first year. "Some of them are. 
very smart, The amazing thing is, 1 
teach them in first year, and they're 
struggling, and then I meet them again 
in fourth year when they're defending 
their thesis, and I ask, is this the kid I 
taught? They really grow up. Its very 
gratifying to see." The kind of lawyers 
hed like to help mold, he says, “have to 
be excellent academically, but they also 
have to have a good heart. They should 
be willing to serve people, country, 
God. It’s always a mixture—you have 
very good graduates, and you also have 
scoundrels. I always tell them, if noth- 
ing else, come back to the Ateneo to go 
to confession." 

Short sermons 

Since becoming Dean Emeritus, 
Bernas has had more time to hear those 
confessions, say Mass (his daily Mass at 
the Law School is famous for his short, 
succinct sermons) and give retreats. 
"Му former students have accused me 
of becoming soft in my old age, but I 


‘An admittedly sociable fellow, the 73- 
year-old Bernas hardly uses his quarters 
in Rockwell because “I don’t like being 
alone.

“Temptation was there’ 

Having his own family was never an 
option, Bernas says, although “the 
temptation was there,” he says with a 
chuckle. “In fact, when I came back to 
the Ateneo after it became coed, I won- 
dered if I would have survived if I had 
studied here as a young Jesuit, what 
will all those bright-eyed and bushy- 
tailed students.” In many ways, he is al- 
so a friend to the students he mentors, 
who consult him frequently about per- 
sonal problems, even love lives. 
"There's this student here, whose fa- 
ther was my classmate. I married her 
parents, baptized her, married her and 
baptized her child.” One of his own 
nephews is already teaching in the law 
school. 

Bernas enjoys a good walk around 
the Ateneo campus most mornings be- 
fore breakfast to stay in shape, al- 
though he used to enjoy more vigorous 
rounds of pelota and tennis. He's fit 
enough to drive himself around, 
though, and enjoys surfing the Net. 
"Tm just waiting for my retirement, 
which will never come," he says with а 
laugh. "But seriously, I will retire when 
1 feel 1 am no longer effective as a 
teacher. That would be unfair. But I'm 
very relaxed, and I've accepted what I 
can no longer accomplish.” 

Does that mean that the lawyer has 
more time to be more—for lack of a 
better word—priestly? “My God is still 
the same, He never changes.” 

Ariston summed it up during a 
speech he made for his beloved men- 
tors 70th birthday: "More than being a 
premiere Filipino  constitutionalist, 
more than anything else, the ‘SJ’ after 
his name defines the man!" Ariston 
said of Bernas. “My favorite defining 
image of him... is the Joaquin G. 
Bernas, SJ who at night, after dinner, 
clad in his pambahay shirt, khaki shorts 
and well-worn sneakers, walks around 
the Ateneo campus in solitude, praying 
the rosary.” 

Writing about presidents 

While the number of new priests has 
been dwindling, Bernas characteristi- 
cally looks on the bright side. "Its the 
age of the laity, and there are many 
things lay people can do that priests 
can't." For his part, the immediate plan 
is to keep writing. "Ive already done 

the Cory presidency, the Ramos pres- 
idency, the abbreviated Erap presi- 
dency, and I've started putting to

ош first leaving of this home, of her—in the tumultuous, 

inexorable rush of birth —was experienced as nothing short 
of (as one writer puts it) ап expulsion from paradise. We, all of us, 
neverquitegetoverit. Every consequentlossinourlife, everythreat 
of separation, will remind us, to a greater or lesser degree, of our 
original loss, the shattering of every baby's symbiotic illusion that 
“mommy and аге one.” But leave her we must. For na matter how 
muchwefearthelossofconnectionwithourmother, wealsofeelthe 
equally irresistible, innate need to separate—to push, craul and 
walk away, togrowup.Itisthelawofalllife. Ofcourse, asadults we 
have done that. And yet there is another kind of leaving that more 
deservedly marksadulthood, andthatisto 
exist apart from our mother. To become a 
separate self, self-possessed and yet 
responsive to others and the world. 
Psychologists and spiritual writers call it 
alike: "the second birth.” Another name 
for it is “individuation” (a rather 
unromantic word), and it is an immensely 
difficult, lifelong task, and not many of us 
haveachievedit. 

Theumbilicalcordhasbeencut, andwe 
may have moved a thousand miles away 
from her. We may have acquired the 
grown-up veneer of accomplishments, 
success, careers, evenfamiliesofourown. 
Stillweremain bound tothislost paradise, 
held captive under the powerful spell ofa 
magical time when wewereone with her. 
It doesn't matter whether we think she's 
absolutely the best mother in the world, 
or the most horrible, wicked witch that 
ever existed, or (more commonly) 
someone in between, We have to let her 
go. 

This doesn't mean, of course, that we 
literally, unthinkingly abandon our aging 
mothers, or cease апу financial, 
emotional, practical support. It is an 
inward, psychological leaving. The 
high-powered bachelor, emotionally 
cut-off from his mother and living in 
another partoftheworld,andthemarried 
daughter who lived with and supported 
hermother untilher mother’s death, may 
both remain fused, unable to 
psychologically separate. So what do we 
mean by this leaving, this second birth? 
Perhapsthisstorywillilustrate: 

Last week, one of our Sisters came 
home to the Cenacle after a long, 
exhausting week of caring for her mother 
in the hospital. Her 78-year-old mother 
was rushed to the hospital with severe 
abdominal pains. Testafter testwas done, 
and still the doctors could not determine 
what the cause was. The most that they 
could do was alleviate the pain. 
Exploratory surgery was the last option, 
and it was extremely risky, given her 
mother'sage, diabetes andhypertension. 
‘Andsoeach day becameanagonizingwait 
for signs ofimprovementof her mother's 
condition, and for thetestresults. Thelast. 
option of surgery weighing heavily upon 
their hearts, the family stormed heaven 
with prayers, calling on all her mother's 
saints. In the midst of all this emotional 
upheaval, our Sister prayed for light: | 
know that и ове тлу mother someday. 
Buthowdolwanthertolivetherestofher 
life? It wasa momentous question for her, 
and one that only a psychologically 
separate person can ask. A poignant, 
delicate thing: to be fully present to our 
need (which we never completely 
outgrow) for our mother, to mark 
boundaries to this needas oursalone, and 
then to see our mother as a separate 
human being, with her own needs and 
desires. Ultimately it meansa willingness. 
to let go of what and whom we deeply 
love. 

Our Sister's story did not end there. 
After six days, her mother's symptoms 
disappeared, and she was well enough to 
go home. The surgery did not push 
through, so whatever it was that caused 
the pain remainsa mystery. The following 
day, shevisitedhermotherathome, who, 
it turned out, had been waiting for her 
daughter to give hera bath. As she gently, 
silently bathed her mother, the holinessof 
this act dawned on her: She was washing 
thisaged body thathadenfleshedher very

own. At that moment she knew, with all 
her being, how separate and distinct she 
was from her mother. And yet even this 
deep awareness came as a gift from her 
mother, who did not fuss butreceived her 
daughter's ministrations with a quiet joy, 
and a deep acceptance. Two separate 
beings, now held together by grown-up 
love. 

For many of us, such a moment may 
neverliterally come. Wemay havealready 
lost our mothers, through death, organic 
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brain disease (Alzheimer's or dementia), 
perhaps psychological illness. But the 
process of individuating, of letting go of 
motherand psychologically leaving home, 
is an inward journey. It is, more than 
anything else, a search for our true selves, 
Thisis necessary if we are to love another 
personas heor she truly is, separate from 
our own needs and expectations. Solid 
places,afterall arefoundwithin. Whenwe 
find them, then we can finally honor her 
whofirstgaveusa glimpse.

"dark night of the soul.” All who were nearest and 
dearest were taken away by death—two hus- 
‘bands and a son plus two best friends and in be-

| tween all these, my brother and mom. All these 


‘events had pushed my being to the edge of a psy- 
cho-spiritual state: Every time I was about to “re- 
cover” from one loss, another loss would swiftly 


sweep away all my effort. 

At some point, 1 was “a bottomless well of tears,” as a 
friend and mentor would say. Sometimes I cried, mostly I 
didn't. I meditated, climbed sacred mountains, plunged in- 
to hallowed caves, did qi gong and tai chi, ISIS and free 
body movement plus a hundred and one more body-mind 
exercises to see me through. 

Precious friends sat with me, and we must have con- 
sumed gallons of coffee, herbal tea and water to replace 
the tears that flowed. My children were going through 
their own dark nights, but I could only hold them in a heart 
space while I tried to grapple with what was before me. 

The last loss was most wrenching, the passing away of a 
beloved son, Xavier. In the introduction of our book, “Fall-

en Cradle," family therapist Dr. Honey 
Carandang synthesizes the experiences 
of parents writing on the loss and high- 
lights che fact that when a child's par- 
ents die, he becomes an orphan; when 
a spouse dies, the remaining partner 
becomes a widow or widower. But 
there are no words for a parent whose 
child has died, perhaps because “the 
concept is unthinkable.” 

Yet it happens, and one stumbles 
about in grief, God's presence vaguely 
discernable in the darkness. The 
thought that He would not allow any- 
thing that was not for the good gave 
some semblance of logic in an other- 
wise insane situation. Someone asked, 
“Hindi ka pa ba nagagalit sa Dios?” 
(Aren't you angry with God?) I mulled 
over this, and realized I could not af- 
ford to fight Him. If I did, my. soul 
‘would have no reason for existence 
and that would have been the worst 
kind of loss. 

Sense of direction 

When we buried Xavie the 
promise—to write a book, to set up a 
support group and to finish a coun- 
selling course—gave a sense of direc- 
tion in the otherwise pitch darkness of 
that night of the soul. The pain had to 
be given context, and eventually mean- 
ing, if ever I was going to get out of it 
alive. 

1 first began work on the book three 
months into mourning, texting award- 
winning poet Ricky de Ungria, whom I 


had met briefly decades back. I knew 
he had lost a son, Nikos. We had coffee 
one weekend, sharing our perspective 
on the experience of losing our beloved 
sons. Ricky admitted that in his family, 
tears were a no-no, and there was no 
arguing with that. In fact, he was reluc- 
tant to write because he had already 
had his closure with “Waking Ice” on 
Nikos’ passing. He agreed to only help 
edit and invite other parents. Eventual- 
ly he would come up with surprising 
prose approximating poetry. What I re- 
member most, though, was his ques- 
tion—“What is the view from where 
you stand?”"—that gave me a vision of 
myself, standing on a precipice watch- 
ing a landscape unfolding before me. 
At that moment, I knew that what that 
landscape became was up to me. 

I then called Gilda Cordero Fernan- 
do, who was a classmate in free body 
movement. We had fun then, meditat- 
ing together, raiding her baul of exotic 
retazos and eating glorious black paella 
at her house. This was also the time 
when Bey, her son, had begun to be 
very ill, and from time to time she 
would disappear then come back, her 
equanimity intact. She was clear in her 
role as his connector to the spirit 
world, his guide and lamp bearer. She 
brought wise men, shamans, priests 
and philophers to his bedside. She said 
yes to the book without hesitation and 
sent in her manuscript ASAP

from way back in Beijing, when our 
children were younger and life simpler. 
Maningning shone even then, her gifts 
manifest. Alma and Mario managed 
the Tagalog section of Radio Beijin 
they made us proud to be. Filipino. Al- 
ma sought me right after Xavier's death 
and we embraced, crying from depths 
we did not know existed. She would 
channel her angst into setting up фе, 
Maningning Miclat Foundation, which 
encourages young artists and writers 
with annual awards, providing support 
and inspiration for budding creative 
talent. 

‘Alma would introduce me to Fe and 
Roger Mangahas, whose only son 
Tagum had died of cancer in his early 
twenties. Roger's poetry is evocative of 
the searing pain. Avelina Prieto, ту: 
mother, had written about my brother 
Bunny's passing away shortly before 
her own death. 

Gracious heart 

I tracked Sen. Pia Cayetano through 
friends in Alabang, and she was gra- 
cious and open. Already there were 
plans to launch her political career, and 
we worried that she would forget, 
amidst the hoopla, the article on her 
son, Gabriel. Then, as now, Pia was re- 
al, as real as anyone who continues to 
bike miles even as she walks amidst 
people who decide our fate. Her expe- 
rience with Gabriel has given her a gra- 
cious heart which one hopes a political 
career will not eclipse. Pia set up the 
Gabriel's Symphony Foundation which 
has been active in helping children 
with disabilities. 

Queti Azurin’s exhibit at a gallery 
was telling of her loss. She and hus- 
band Ronnie were more than glad to 
share how they coped with Zoe's 
death; how they would allocate a time 
to cry, every day; how they allowed 
each other to grieve and how impor- 
tant their faith has been in giving them 
strength. 

Wynn Wynn Ong was the teacher of 
my children at the International School 
of Manila, but it was Linda Panlilio | 


who directed me to her. We communi- 5 


cated through e-mail. She writes of the 
daughter she never saw, Alexandra. 
Meanwhile, I had been surfing the 
Net, locating support sites. 1 made 
friends with Karyl Chastain Beal, Karen 
Rosseau and Faye Mewbourn Martin 
on the Parents of Suicide site. Arlyn 
Beal was preparing for college, Bran- 
don Rosseau was 11 and Liza Martin a 
successful entrepreneur when „they 
took their own lives. Karyl puts a per- 
spective on the taboo of suicide when 
she says ^.. first of all, that suicide is a 
tragedy, that it is not a sin or a crime,

and that it is not cause for shame or 
embarrassment. It is also my hope that 
people will learn that suicide is an ex- 
ternal response to internal conditions, 
niot something that should be blamed 
‘on anyone.” 

‘They have set up websites for Par- 
ents of Suicides and Friends and Fam- 
ilies of Suicides dedicated to suicide 
awareness, education and support. My 
own son was said to have committed 
suicide, which was why I was a mem- 
ber of that site. (Eventually, though, we 
would ‘find evidence to the con- 
trary—you will have to read the book.) 
Lois Ilustre's account of Camille, her 
pretty teenager, has a similar ending, a 
resolution which Fr. Efren Borromeo, 
the psychic priest, helped us with . To- 
day, Lois helps out in the Cancer Heal- 
ing sessions at UP Chapel. 

Praised eulogy 

Mario Taguiwalo's eulogy for his son 
Miguel Antonio was much praised, and 
Anvil Publishing's Karina Bolasco sug- 
gested that we have it as part of the 
book. 

Cathy Babao-Guballa invited me out 
through Alma, a week after we buried 
Xavier. I was still in shock and won- 
dered how I was able to get through 
that buffet lunch. Cathy shared how 
she managed to get through her ordeal 
through biblio-therapy, reading psy- 
chology books on healing and therapy 
because she could not move around 
much, as she was pregnant during her 
period of mourning. She also went for 
a psychology course at the Ateneo, try- 
ing to comprehend what happened to 
her. Dr: Carandang eventually gave me 
a copy of Cathy's speech at an inaugu- 
ration of a Migi's Corner, a play space 
for sick children in one of the major 
hospitals. This project has since then 
been set up in many other areas, easing 
the plight of many a sick child with 
toys, books and play equipment donat- 
ed by friends. 

Gina de Venecia was also one of the 
mothers whom Dr. Carandang would 
encourage to be part of the book. The 
book carries her story about the mira- 
cle of the shoes. We talked awhile 
about how difficult it has been to lose 
КС, her baby. Her story is unassailable 
proof that those we love are only a 
breath away, and though they may not 
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be in the physical realm, our love con- 
nects tis to each other well beyond the 
material world. Gina and other be- 
reaved moms comprise INA, a support 
group. | 

Mrs, Gerarda Villa founded Crusade 
Against Violence (CAV) together with 
other parents who had lost their chil- 
dren in violent crimes after her son 
Lenny was beaten to death in a frater- 
nity hazing incident. We featured her 
speech for Lenny's birthday. Despite all 
their efforts, she still has to see justice 
meted out in the manner that is fit to 
the loss of her son. At САМ I met wom- 
en who had been ordinary housewives 
but were thrust into roles as para-legal 
practitioners as they took their own 
cases to justice. 

One of these women was Claire Fer- 
rer, whose only son, Manny ЈЕ, was 
driving his sisters to school when an as- 
sailant, in road rage, shot him in the 
head. Without any witnesses, Claire 
was able to bring the assailant to 
court. 

Thelma Chiong was another ag- 
grieved and grieving mom I managed 
to track down, this time in Cebu. There 
is an air about Thelma, of one who has 
slain dragons single-handedly. She was 
able to get a death conviction for the 
perpetrators of the rape-slay of her 
children Jackie and Joy, against all 
odds. Now she heads the CAV in the 
‘Visayas, time and again, with a price 
on her head. The commutation of the 
death penalty is something she tries 
not to get emotional about. 

Three fathers 

Itis interesting to note that the three 
fathers who write all do so in poetry. 
‘Ambassador Fortunato U. Abat was my 
boss in the Philippine Embassy in Chi- 
na in the early ‘80s; he writes on how 
he still yearns for his son Tito, a mili- 
tary officer who died in Mindanao. 
Roger Mangahas writes on Tagum's 
passing, and Gemino Abad does poetry 
for Tosi, his infant son. 

When all the manuscripts had been 
submitted to Anvil, the publisher, I met 
Noemi Lardizabal Dado in the 
covery support group, Healing Circles, 
which I had set up. She had lost а 
young son, Luijo, in a drowning acci- 
dent. She narrates the dark nights she 
and her family underwent and the 
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«eventual. héaling that.happened. Noe- 
mi manages Compassionate Friends, a 
support group for parents who have 


lost their children. 
While the original intent of putting

{model Georgina were among the things she did 
this week. She also met with a web page designer, 
an appointment that overlapped with this inter- 
view, but otherwise, things have been a blur for 
one of the industry's most sought-after makeup 


artists and stylists. 

Pictures from her laptop help her reconstruct the whirl- 
wind weeks before. There were makeup and styling as- 
signments for Maricel Soriano’s Globe billboard, Judy Ann 
Santos’ Pacific Blue, and Nicole Hernandez's Pepsi adverts. 
Christian Bautista’s billboard for Bench is also her doing, 
as is Bench’s “18 Lives,” a colorful campaign featuring pa- 
parazzi shots of young people in their milieu.

Joson, who started doing Santos’ make- 
up when she was in “Krystala,” had 
won, too. “It was so funny, but in a re- 
cent awards show, Lucy Torres Gomez 
and Loma Tolentino were each given 
beauty awards,” relates Joson. “I did 
Lucy's makeup, while (Joson’s mentor, 
senior makeup artist) Juan Sarte did 
ІГ. So when they won, there we were, 
screaming excitedly on the phone, like 
two sisters.” 
Finally arrived 

For sure, there have been bad 
days—like the time a veteran broad- 
caster ordered her alalay to keep an eye 
on Joson as she was clearing her make- 
up and brushes from the newshen's 
room. “Not to brag,” she explains, “but 
my makeup was bought from the States

Career options 

Ironically, makeup and styling were 
anything but career options for Ma. 
Lourdes Clariceli, the eldest of ex-Nue- 
va Ecija congressman and governor 
Edno Joson’s four kids.

At 3, Joson never 
left home without a handbag, and 
once attended a children's party sport- 
ing a tube top, pants, necklace and 
purse.

Menopause doesn’t just pause, it turns off, 
the tap. Like, forever. Aside from the impli- V 
cations of having ovaries past their expiry 
date, women of "a certain age" become the 
subject of jokes and sly references to hot 
flushes, memory loss, dryness down there, 
erratic temper, and all the vagaries of a lost 
youth. 

Which is the point of the musical about 
three fiftyish women meeting to rehearse a 
review about menopause for their 35th high 
school reunion. As MacColl herself writes in 
her notes on the show, "I based the show on 
comments made by groups of women in 


| theme of her current show, the off-Broadway 
É comedy musical "She's So Hot,” by Canadian 
playwright JJ MacColl. 

Shamaine plays Marnie Summers, the pow- 
er-suited character eager to shove an over- 
stuffed pie of achievements down the throats 
of her classmates during a reunion to compen- 
sate for the other demons she refuses to 


face—including menopause. 
Unlike the menses, a culturally acceptable condition 
that women can twitter about without pause or com- 
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their late forties and early fifties who 
attended two potluck dinners and 
talked about every aspect of their lives 
in relationship to ageing.” While the 
first dinner was “a bawdy riotous 
hoot,” the second was somber. "Fear," 
MacColl recalls, “was the operative 
word—fear of being alone, without 
money, a bag lady; fear of failing 
health, losing identity, indepen- 
dence.” 

Not knowing first-hand the cultural 
shame of menopause, Shamaine 
grasps at comparisons. “I related to my 
role in terms of a woman going 
through different stages,” she admits. 
“When I got pregnant and was about 
to give birth, I was so scared—like, 
‘wow, this is a new thing. I've never en- 
countered this before and I want to 
have a grasp of it. So I did Lamaze.” In 
the same way, she adds, when they de- 
cided to do the play, they had a press 
con with a doctor who talked about it. 
“For me it was like, Tm gonna go 
through that stage, I better know 
what's going to happen to me.’ So I re- 
lated to it only because I know Iwill go 
through it sometime soon.” 

Reflected glory 

Joining Shamaine in the play are 
Lynn Sherman as Kate Phillips, a failed 
‘writer/ performer who saw her dreams 
nosedive because “life got in the way”; 
Pinky Marquez as Cynthia Sawyer, the 
devoted Christian wife in pearls and 
matching suits basking in the reflected 
glory of her husband, and Niña Ro- 
mualdez as Zsuzsu Herendy, a former 
Hungarian star who exudes divahood 
even if she has to push mops for a liv- 
ing. 

Knowing and being are often night 
and day but Shamaine herself looked 
at her age as impetus to stretch herself. 
While best recognized for her role as 
Cecile in the movie “Crying Ladies,” 
and recently as wife to real-life hus- 
band Nonie Buencamino and six-year- 
old daughter Julia in the TV commer- 
cial for Meralco, Shamaine has 
prowled the stage for some 25 years, 
and is considered one of the most ac- 
complished theater actresses of our 
time. 

She was a theater scholar of the 
Philippine High School for the Arts in 
Makiling, and then went on to major 
in theater at the University of the 
Philippines. In 1985, she won first 
prize for solo delivery at the British

New York, where she lived by herself in a 
basement apartment and found work as a 
secretary. 

Girls’ nights out and hours ogling prod- 
ucts at the cosmetics counter were inter- 
spersed with the kind of experiences that 
made the native Nueva Ecijan grow up. In 
her three years abroad, Joson commuted 
alone on the subway late at night, and 
once ducked into a deli when she sensed 
that a stranger was following her home.

In 1996, Joson returned to the Philip- 
pines to pursue a career as a newscaster.

So she just picked up where she left 
off. Joson, who modeled briefly in col- 


lege, began modeling again, appearing in numerous com- 
mercials, She was also a co-host of the talk show “Oh No, 


It's Johnny" for about three years.

Makeup artists seem to have a liking for her. While Sarte 
encouraged her to become a makeup artist, Propaganda's 
Jay Lozano and Marlon Rivera were generous enough to 
share their top-secret tips and techniques with her. As for 
styling, it was Randy Ortiz who gave her confidence and 
that all-important push. “I think they saw me as their 
child,” she shrugs. “So they decided to adopt me and take 


care of me.” 


In 2005, and after years of learning on the job from the 
pros, Joson went back to school, completing courses in 
fashion styling and fashion and fine art at Central St. Mar- 
tins in London. She also finished a makeup course at the 
London Makeup Academy.

Propensity for the stage 

Shamaine credits her exposure to 
the arts to Colegio de Santa Isabel, her 
elementary school in Naga City.
